THE FOURTH IN NEWTON. 


TUB RAIN INTERFERES WITH TUB CELE¬

The Fourth was celebrated with un¬ 
usual features in Newton, the two enda 
of the city, Newton and Newton Centre, 
having the most elaborate programs, al¬ 
though Newtonville had a bicvcle parade 
and the noise of the firecrackers were 
heard throughout the city. 

THE HUNNEWELL HILL CLUB. 

The first event in Newton, not count¬ 
ing the noise of the night before and of 
the early rooming, was the bicycle 
parade of the Hunnewell Hill Club at 
7.30 although it was after that time when 
the procession got in motion. 

There were some fifty bicyclists in 
line, in more or less fantastic costumes, 
the star being a boy who represented a 
ballet girl. Another represented 
“Liberty Belle,” and there were a num¬ 
ber of original make upa that caused the 
crowd to applaud. The wheels were fol¬ 
lowed by a coach, drawn by four horses, 
with musicians inside, aud a half dozen 
ladies and gentlemen in costume on the 
top. ibe procession moved through the 
principal streets, but the rain caused 
part of the riders to fall out. 

At 10 o’clock a large uumber gathered 
to listen to the addresses of the day, 
seats being placed on the lawn id front 
of the club bouse. A choir under the 
leadership of Mr. H. B. Day, opened the 
exercises with the singing of America. 
Rev. Dr. Shinn was the first speaker and 
gave a very interesting account of the 
events that led to the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence.

Ex-Senator G. D. Gilman, Hawaiian 
consul, was called upon, and made a 
short address about that young “re¬ 
public,” which he said was founded not 
only by New England inert, but was 
founded on the Bibie, and bad the same 
birthday as ours. 

The choir sang Home, Sweet Home, 
and the exercises closed with the Dux- 
ology and the benediction. 

At 4 o’clock, the races began in the 
presence of a great crowd of people. It 
was announced that the prize for the 
best costume in the parade was given 
to Ralph Howe, who represented a 
ballet girl. 

The hundred yards dash was won by 
C. V. Moore, in 11 3 4 seconds, prize gold 
shirt studs and cuff buttons. 

The sack race was very amusing aud 
was ruu iu two beats, George Banks 
winning first prize and Henry Tolmau 
second. 

The potato race was also mn in two 
beats, George Banks taking first and 
Richard Tolman second. 

The rain, which bad been coming in 
sprinkles for some time now turned into 
a regular pour, and the crowd scattered. 
The rest of the games will be ruu Satur¬ 
day afternoon. 

The fireworks were postpoued to the 
first pleasant evening. 

AT NFAVTON CENTRE.

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HOLDEN ANNIVERSARY. 


ELIOT CHUROb HOLMS INTKIIKSTINO K\ 
RnCISKS—FAHRWKLL 8RRMON OF HKV 
I>R. CALKINS. 

Tho celebration of tlie 50th nuniver- 
eary of the organisation of tho Eliot 
Church was a notable event in Newton 
Sunday. The services in the church 
continued through the entire day. 
There wero present not only hundreds 
of the regular parishioners, but a large 
number of others connected with tho 
various churches of Newton and vicinity. 
Many came from distant parts of tbe 
country to attend the semicentennial 
observances. 

The Eliot Church, which was organ¬ 
ized in June, 1845, was an offshoot of the 
old First Church, Newton Centre, and 
among tbe distinguished divines who 
wore present at the services were llev. 
Daniel L. Furber, D. D,, the venerable 
pastor emeritus of the parent church; 
Rev. William,S. Leavitt, tho first pastor 
of Eliot Church, aud Rev. Joshut W. 
Wellman, D. D., its pastor, from 1850 to 
1873. 

The occasiou was doubly notable, 
from the fact that it practically marks 
the termination of Rev. Wolcott Calk¬ 
ins’ pastorate of 15 years. 

At the morning service at 10.30 Rev. 
Dr. Calkius was assisted by Rev. Drs. 
Wellman aud Leavitt. Tho principal 
feature was the auniversaiy sermou, 
which was delivered by Dr. Calkins. He 
took his text from Acts i., 2: ‘‘This 
same Jesus.” 

These words, pronounced just as the 
dispensation of the gospel was closing 
with the earthly life of Jesus, and in the 
solemn pause just before tho dispensa- 
tion of the spirit began, are worthy of 
the most serious consideration iu these 
solemn hours of our owu transition, said 
the speaker. 

Let us cousider them now, he con¬ 
tinued. This evening will be devoted to 
remiuiscenses of our history. The past 
15 years, for which I have beeu respon¬ 
sible, are beforelyou in print, and worse 
thau vain would it be for me to dwell 
upon them. We have been enjoying the 
gospel we have inherited from the toils 
and sacrifices of others. We now have 
no history to commemorate, but pro¬ 
phecy to work out. Is not our attitude 
like that of the men of Galilee, gazing 
into heaven for Jesus’ reappearance? 
Long centuries have passed, aud the 
church is still too often gazing rather 
than working. This gazing into the 
heavens has been the cause of the worst 
disasters of the church. 

Are we cbildreu of the Puritans who 
cared uot to gaze upon externals, because 
of that danger? Churches, which pro¬ 
claim salvation through wonderful ar¬ 
chitecture, through music that rivals the 
opera, and by popular preachers, attract¬ 
ing multitudes, are they uot gazing, 
rather than praying? 

Courage, zeal and generosity are, no 
doubt, virtues, but they may be found 
in men who are dazzled by worldly os¬ 
tentation. They are not the character¬ 
istic virtues of the Christiau, who is told 
to become as a little child, to be humble, 
long suffering and charitable. Are we 
prayiug for these vi.tues or gazing on 
display? 

The world, said Dr. Calkius in c inclu¬ 
sion, is waiting to see Christian men of 
busiuess “do unto others a9 they would 
that others do unto them,” to see wom¬ 
en of culture aud letinemeut taking up 
their cross and helping their sisters, 
hope the time will come when the world 
will be less critical. It is the most ap¬ 
palling sigu ot a failing church to find 
Christi ius chafing uuder the ciiticism of 
the world. Our daily life is the only ev¬ 
idence of Cmistianity to men of the 
world. Meu of the world have this in¬ 
spiration—to obey the gospel they see 
aud kuo w. We are but the organized con¬ 
science of the community unless we are 
the witnesses of ‘‘this same Jesus.” 

The anniversary exercises of tbe Suu- 
day school followed after the church 
service. Of the 80 original members 
of the schojl 14 wnre present at the ser¬ 
vices. Miss Ellen D. Jackson, adaughter 
of the organizer of tbe school, read 
paper giving remiuiscenses of the or¬ 
ganization and early years of the school. 
Addresses were also giveu by Charles W, 
Bassett. Daniel E. Snow, Henry E. Cobb, 
Joseph Byers aud Frauk W. Gaftield, for¬ 
mer superintendents of the school. 

At 4 o’clock a special c immuuiou ser¬ 
vice w is held, iu which the members of 
other Newton churches of the denomin¬ 
ations participated. Rev. Wolcott Cal¬ 
kins was us-«isted by Rev. Daniel L. 
Furber aud by Rev. Henry J. Patrick, D. 
D., of Newtouviile. 

PLEASANT INFORMAL RECEPTION. 

A pleasant event iu Newton, Monday 
eveuiug, was the sociable with which the 
exercises commemorative of the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the formation ot Eliot 
church closed. It was au informal af¬ 
fair. There was a reception, at which 
Dr. and Mrs. Calkius received the fare¬ 
well wishes of tha congregation with 
which he severed his connection Sun¬ 
day.

Ingalls and the Jingoes. 

Senator Ingalls of Kansas does not ap¬ 
pear to be iu accord with bis brother 
Republican, Senator Lodge, in the 
symposium recently published, and he 
says of tbe annexation of Cuba, only 
buccaneers aud free-booters who would 
profit by piracy” favor it. This is 
picturesque, certainly, and is probably 
aimed at Senator Lodge’s ancestry. As 
for Hawaii be says: 

Tbe Uawaiiau episode is one of tbe 
most scandalous chapters in American 
diplomacy. It was begotten in sin and 
brought torth in inquity. Every incident 
has been corrupt. Tue treaties have 
been public crimes. They reek with ia 
faruy, Bribery, intrigue, personal aud 
official dishonor have marked every step 
iu the degrading transactions. Public 
interest has beeu tbe mask behind which 
the shameless impudence of a few selfish 
adveuturers endeavored to promote their 
owu guilty fortunes at the expeusoof the 
natioual treasury aud the well beiug of 
the people of both countries. Two ad¬ 
ministrations have competed with each 
other iu discreditable emulation to os¬ 
tensibly advance Atuericau interests, but 
actually to protect a greedy gang of 
sharpers and thieves in their schemes of 
peculation aud plundor. So the public 
ear has been assailed with an iucessaut 
diu about tbe necessity of fortifying 
Pearl harbor, securiug a coaling statiou 
tor our navy aud anuexiug the Srudwich 
Islands in order to protect our western 
coast from the depredatious of foreign 
powers. It is to the credit of the com¬ 
mon sense of tbe American people that 
they have not yielded to this mercenary 
clamor, aud that they peiceive the ab¬ 
surdity of maintaining costly establish¬ 
ments upon a group of islands iubabited 
by au alien race 2000 miles from our 
shores. 

Iu regard to tbe Jingo policy iu genei 
al Senator Ingalls says: 

Our system does uot contemplate tbe 
acquisition of dependencies aud colonial 
possessions, to be governed like con¬ 
quered provinces. Individual liberty, 

• ocai self-government, home rule and the 
indissoluble federation of independent 
states are tbe conditions of our national 
life. These require populations that are 
cohereut aud capable of political assimi¬ 
lation, having kindred impulses and as¬ 
pirations, and intellectual aud moral 
qualities that are compatible, or else 
empty and unoccupied regions that 
map become territories from which 
stales may be developed. For these and 
many other reasons the “jiugo,” the ag¬ 
gressive, domineering advocate of n 
swaggering foreign policy, has never 
been a favorite iu American politics. 
The people instinctively recognize the 
limitations of a representative popular 
democracy aud cannot be misled. 


That Ten Foot Fence. 

To the Editor of the Gbaphic:— 

The Newton Athletic Association have 
won their case, and the injunction ap¬ 
plied for against tbe ten-foot fence has 
been refused. Nevertheless, tbe residents 
in the viciniiyaro entitled to sympathy, 
aud tbe affair illustrates the old saying 
nbout “many a slip betweon the cup and 
the lip.” They rejoiced greatly a* the 
advent of the new boulevard, some of 
them gave land and monoy towards 
building it, and they expected to see 
their land rise as rapidly in value as all 
the other laud iu the vioioity has done. 
There seemed every prospeot of this, but 
the erection of a ten-foot board fence, 
some 000 feet long on each side of tbe 
enclosure, has brought n sudden end to 
all the dreams of wealth. No one wants 
a house fronting on such a fence, if he 
can afford to buy or rent else vhere, as it 
uot only cuts off the view, but also the 
summer breezes, and can hardly be called 
a thing of beauty. Still the aldermen 
could hardly refuse to grant the license 
applied for, but there was only one mem¬ 
ber who had the courage to say that he 
had visited the place and could see 
nothing objectionable nbout it. Tbe 
abutturs think liis vision would have 
been helped amazingly if it had been put 
up against his own front door. The 
other members were considerate enough 
to vote for the licouse and say nothing. 
Of course,the Athletic Association Inn to 
ha-e its grounds somewhere, aud the at- 
teudencu depends on their being withiu 
easy reach, and aiso on the effectiveness 
of the means taken to preveut outsiders 
from looking in. The Remonstrants 
will have to content themselves with 
demuudiug that their taxes be scaled 
down, aud wait with what patience 
they cau until the laud enclosed becomes 
too valuable for tbe association to pay 
taxes upon it. It is one of those 
things that are unfortunate, like a boil 
upon some other fellow, but which those 
wno only look on can bear with reBigna 
tion. The remonstrants can alsocousole 
themselves with the thought of the 
other Newton Centre Athletic Associa¬ 
tion, some five or six years ago, which 
stai ted our so promisingly for one se >son 
and then expired, leaviug nothing but a 
lot of uupaid bills.

AFFORDED 1»Y TUB WEST NEWTON TEN¬ 
NIS TOURNAMENT. 


CLOSING MATCH OF THE TENNIS TOUR¬ 
NAMENT. 


The tournameut must result In Rood to 
American tennis, and the followers of 
the Ramo are indebted to the NoirIi- 
borhood Club for its efforts in success¬ 
fully brinRiiiR it aboui. 

But one thinR could have been added 
to this splendidly arranRcd and well con¬ 
ducted tournament to have made it any 
more complete, and that is that Bob 
Wrenn, America’s champion, could have 
met Dr. Pirn, the EuRlish champion. 
This, unfortunately, was impossible. 
Whether it would have made any differ¬ 
ence in the result ia a question that will 
have to ro unanswered, it beinR purely n 
matter of opinion. Still, four of the 
best tennis playerB in the country, stand¬ 
ing next to Wrenn in rating, were com¬ 
petitors, and if they have not boon sutti 
cent to show the strength of the Ameri¬ 
can, what v^ould be? 

The two cracks from across the water 
entered the tournament under sumo 
what of a disadvantage in the matter of 
courts, but they overcame this and won 
out. The fact that both of them are at 
the top places both over our men in abil¬ 
ity at the game. They won fairly and 
squarely, not oue match going to them 
on a fluke, aud they are in the opinion of 
those qualified to know, unquestionably 
superior at the game. Pirn and Mabony 
were at a disadvantage in having to play 
on dirt courts, after working on the turf 
courts of England and Irelaud, and thiB 
aloue rendered weak the cut stroke com¬ 
mon to both. This stroke is cultivated 
ami used with effect on the turf courts 
at the other side, but it could not be 
made to work as desired on the dirt 
court at West Newton. Still, this did 
not disturb them to any extent, and they 
adapted themselves to the conditions as 
they fouud them. 

Where they distinctly led our players 
was in even accurate play that did the 
heart of tho tenuis enthusiast good. 
They showed less wildness, aud lost 
points ou nets aud outs were lost by nar¬ 
row margins. 

Another strong point was their quick¬ 
ness to see opportunities during a match, 
and in k thi«lour representatives in the 
tDuruamei t w e/e lacking, sometimes pal¬ 
pably so. The control of the racket by 
the visitors was splendid particularly so 
with Dr Pim. 

Ou the whole, the game put up by the 
visitors was carefully played, decision 
marking their advauces, and coolness, 
particularly in the case of Pim, in trying 
circumstances. being evident. The 
American cracks put up the more bril¬ 
liant aud dashing game, striving for 
every point—and generally gaining them, 
too—but ofttimes securing a point that 
was not decisive by extraordinary force 
and effort that led later on to the loss of 
points decisive. While our players have 
showed brilliancy, they lacked the ac¬ 
curacy, the quickness of stroko and tbe 
quickuess to see au opportunity to de¬ 
rive an advantage the visitors displayed, 
and by which they secured the honors. 

That Dr. Pim is a master of the game 
he has shown in liis several matches, and 
by the ease with which he has disposed 
of our best players. Bis command of 
himself is refreshing; watching him oue 
nets nO sigu of how the game is going. 
His command of the racquet is some¬ 
times wonderful. He has a great half¬ 
volley, and at the net he is well nigh in 
vincible, workiug the corners for places 
with rare effect. His easy way in dis- 
posing-of wicked drives has frequently 
during the week brought forth enthusi¬ 
asm from the onlookers, and the way he 
took and returned lobs when they had 
all but counted must have been dis¬ 
heartening to the opponent who made 
the stroke and figured ou scoriug. 

Mabony, while not as cool in the 
court, or as good a player as Pim, has 
many of the qualities which the cham¬ 
pion possesses, particularly those ot ac¬ 
curacy and evenness. He won his games 
with more effort than Pim, but leaves us 
unheateu iu singles by an American 

Both tbe visitors have au effective 
serve, Pirn’s bt-iug particular!} vigorous. 
His secoud serve is almost as speedy as 
his first. Both give a strong cut to 
their serves, and both have secured aces, 
Pim making more than any of the other 
players iu the touruameut. 

In doubles, judging by the one match 
last week, the American cracks are su 
perior, and the two Euglisb players are 
warm iu their praises ot the game put up 
by our champion pair. The dashing, 
brilliant tenuis sbowu by Hobart and 
Hovey was clearly too much for Pim and 
Mahonoy, their way of covering the 
court aud their team work being far iu 
advance of that shown by tbe vi-itors. 
The game was a volleying contest that 
precluded opportunities for the visitors 
to use their cut stroke. The speed was 
evidently much more than they expected, 
aud they failed to handle it. Then 
Hovey and Hobart gave an exhibition of 
backiug each other up that was clearly 
lacking iu the visiting players’ game. 

To C'larence Hobart belongs the credit 
of being the only player to heat Pim in the 
touruameut, and strange to say, it was 
the only viotory the New Yorker secured 
iu the series. Iu this match Hobart 
played the game of his life, and ell 
meiited the viotory he secured. H- 
cleaily outplayed Pim,the English cham- 

g iou not showing the form he displayed 
efore aud after the match. 

Of the Aiuericau players iu the tourua¬ 
meut, Mulcom Cbace has the best record, 
with three wins, Luck was with him, 
aud he profited by two defaults. It must 
he said, however, that in the match de¬ 
faulted to him by Hobart he had tho 
New Yorker beateu. Chaco played a 
game in which lobbing was a prominent 
feature. While he worked it at times 
with great success, he showed poor jud- 
meut iu ooutinuiug it when it was going 
against him. He did brilliaut work iu 
all his matches, some of his recoveries 
being wonderful. 

Fred Hovey did not show up encour¬ 
agingly. At times ho seemed to he in 
his old-time form, but his falling olf aud 
unsteadiness cost him dear. 

W. A, Lamed was uufortunate in en¬ 
tering the touruameut out of condition, 
but gave un exhibition of what he could 
do iu his match with Hobart, the lust of 
bis series, which he wou.

Dr. .Joshua Pirn, champion of all Eng¬ 
land and Ireland will take home with 
him the magnificent trophy given by tho 
Neighborhood Club of West Newton as 
its first prize in its invitation tennis tour¬ 
nament. Harold S. Mabony, liis associ¬ 
ate, possesses the trophy given to the 
second man in the tournament, Fred 
Hovey aud Clarence Hobart will take the 
trophies given to the winning pair in 
doubles. The other playeis in the tour¬ 
nament wore presented each with a val¬ 
uable diamond pin. 

The grent tournament is over, the Irish 
players havo proved ilieniselves superior 
to the American, and after a short sight¬ 
seeing trip they will return homo. The 
Neighborhood Club is to be congratu¬ 
lated, uot alone for the ablo manner with 
wbicn it has carried out everything, 
even to tho most minute detail, but also 
for what it lias done for the gaino in this 
country. The American game should h.- 
a gainer by the experiences of this tour¬ 
nament, which takes rank as the most 
important ever held iu this country. 

A fairly large number of spectators, 
among whom were all tho leading on 
thusiastB aiound Boston^ witnessed the 
final match of the Neighborhood Club 
invitation tenuis tournamont of ’05 Mon¬ 
day afternoon, between tho two guests 
of the club, Dr. Joshua Pim and Harold 
S. Mahoney. 

In the previous firm s in which they 
had met this year Pim had won eight of 
the matches played, and in this tourna¬ 
ment when they met on Saturday Pim 
wod. Their records iu the touruameut 
wero each four matches won, aud one 
lost. Pim had lost to Clarence Hobart, 
who had a phenomenal streak of play¬ 
ing, and Mahoney had only lost to Pim.

One ratber ingenious writer attributes 
the successive defeats of the Harvard 
crews to their having to practice on the 
Charles river, which is so foul that some 
of the crew are laid up by sickuess most 
of the time. This view is a new one, 
but it may have some foundation in fact. 
The river bod at low water is very foul, 
and a good deal of malaria exists along 
the banks of the river for several miles 
up the stream. A dam would have done 
something to obviate the diffisulty, but 
the Beacon street residents, who are so 
fond of their dilapitated back yards, 
wero able to defeat this, and so some¬ 
thing else must be done. The Boston 
Board of Aldermen have ordered their 
board of health to investigate the filthy 
condition of the river, and to look up 
those corporations which discharge oil 
and rofuse matter into the stream. If 
they could get the state board of health 
to cooperate, the trouble that exists out¬ 
side of the Boston limits might be 
reached. There are said to be copora- 
tions in Cambridge, Newton, Waltham, 
Wellesley and Watertown which do a 
good deal towrrd polluting the river 
bed. 


Mil Robert H. Gardiner of Chest¬ 
nut Hill has been elected permanent 
chairman of the Republican club of 
Massachusetts, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Hon. Henry Park- 
man of Boston. ThiB is a high honor for 
Mr. Gardiner, who is one of the most 
enthusiastic Republicans in the state, as 
he is never troubled by any doubts 
that his party is always right. This is 
the only way ift^vhich a man cau be a 
successful party leader, and Mr. Gardi¬ 
ner has fairly won the honor, as he has 
worked hard for the party interests, both 
in his own city, when be has beeu chair¬ 
man of the Republican city committee 
for a number of years, and also on 
district and state committees. Mr. Gar¬ 
diner is evidently one ot the coming men 
in the Republican party, although be has 
so far never desit ed any ottiee, or any 
other returns for bis labors, which were 
entirely disinterested, which is more 
than cau be said for most other political 
workers. 


[Boston Letter to Springfield Republican ] 

How earnest is the desire of the people 
for better roads is seen in the fact that 
up-to todny the sta’o highway commis¬ 
sion has teceived petitions from over 200 
towns and cities out of the .‘153 in the 
state. Those petitions are coming in 
frequently and it is believed that the 
total will be 250 by the end of the sea¬ 
son. The petitions are joint in some 
cases (from two towns), tho total num¬ 
ber of petitious being 100. The extent 
to which the work for better roads is 
pressed may not be realized by the pub 
lie, but there are today 30different local¬ 
ities in the state where stone-orushers. 
teams and men are at work, tho number 
of men averaging from 20 to 25 for each 
place. Here are at least over 0000 men at 
work evety day through the season, 
making the roads of the state better. 

They are scattered all over the common¬ 
wealth, from Berkshire to the sands of 
Nantucket. 

Tho effort has not been to make as 
much of a show as possible, but to ren¬ 
der the most service to the public possi¬ 
ble with the amount of money which 
was at disposal. Testimony to the value 
of the work done is already coming in. 

Murray Craue has said that the short 
line of highway which his establishment 
can uso in hauling coal from the station 
makes a saving of forty cents a ton for 
them, the price being reduced from 00 
cents a ton to 20 as be figures it. They 
do their own teaming. It is difficult to 
tell how much the state will save in a 
year bv the whole projected system after 
it shall be in operation, but reckoning on 
the basis of the saving by the old canals 
over the highways and by railways over 
canals, according to tho amount of 
freight transported iu modern times, it 
is computed that there will be a saving 
of from $1,500,000, to $4,000,000 a year. 

The commission has beeu told by the 
teamsters who use the much-traveled 
route through Concord, Linooln and 
Lexington to Boston, that when tboir 
road is finished as planned it will save 
them $1 on every load they take to Bos¬ 
ton,—that is, they cau draw so much 
more aud will save so much in time of 
men aud horses, and in wear and tear of 
wagons aud harnesses. 

The best way to be disabused of the 
idea that the work of the commissiou is 
a piece of patchwork is to study the 
largo map of the state which liaugs in 
their office, with the roads marked iu red 
which have beeu built, are being built, 
or have beeu petitioned for. The proof 
of a system is too stroug to escape atten¬ 
tion, even though the red line is only 
short. Tho first feature is the way in

through lleadiug aud Stoueliarn toward 
Bostou are well filled up. They radiate 
from the large centres and Fitchburg, 
especially, seems to have cast au anchor 
to windward for the future codstructiou 
of state roadg.

There will be a delightful 
drive of a comfortable jaunt of three 
days straightaway, barring the turns in 
the road, from Bostou to the tip of Cape 
Cod, commanding a beautiful sea view 
for a large part ot the way, with no steep 
hills lo climb, with the obstructive aud 
enveloping Baud of the south shore all 
subdued by skillful engineers aud con¬ 
quered by smooth macadam so hard that 
me heaviest teams will make uo impres¬ 
sion ou it. Most of this route has been 
petitioned for already aud considerable 
of it is under construction, while aloug 
the line at intervals iu Plymouth county 
come other state roads tutu it from the 
interior, making it practicable foriulaud 
towns to take the beach drive if they are 
disposed. There is also in contempla¬ 
tion a paralled drive along the south 
shore of Cap Cod aud the iiue will run 
through Yarmouth, Deuuis, Harwich, 

. and Chatham. Construction of this part 
I lias been begun iu Yarmouth. 

The commissioners’ map shows al- 
j ready the line which will be tilled iu 
1 gradually until there is macadam couuec- 
; non between Boston and Worcester, 

1 Springfield aud Pittsfield. Not much of 
this is done, but the red lines are on tiie 
map already leading w est from Worcester 
I ana in Wilbrabum, show ing that the plan 
I is laid out aud that the construction will 
! he advanced as fast ns the general system 
I for the state will permit. This liue will 
< go through Leicester, .Spencer, the 
Brooklields aud Warren. A liue is 
planned to go south from Warren iuto 
Biimtield aud Wales.

OUR INCOMPARABLE ICE CREAM. 

Europeans Strive to Imitate It, tmt Tlielr 
Efforts Have Hern Vain. 

loo crontn is pre-eminently an Ameri¬ 
can speeinlty. All tho Atlantic passen¬ 
ger steamers plying between this port 
and Europe tako aboard in Now York a 
sufficient supply of ice cream for tho 
voyage hack to New York as well as for 
the outward journey, despite the fnct 
that tho cost of tho article is greater 
hero than nbroad, and that it is expen¬ 
sive stuff to keep. Tho round trip occu¬ 
pies at loast three weeks, and tho cream 
has to last that period, ono week of 
which the ship is tied up in dock, with 
the cream eating np ice ui the refriger¬ 
ator at a prodigious rate. When tho nn- 
tnrnn rush homeward sots in and the 
steamers are crowded to the limit, the 
amount of ico cream thus carried from 
this port aud kept at least tyvo weeks for 
uso on tho roturn voyage is a big item 
iu the provision account. Many kinds of 
provisions and supplies are cheaper in 
Europe than here, and of theso the 
steamers lay in n double stock at the Eu¬ 
ropean ports. Ico cream, too, is cheaper 
in Enropo, bnt it has the fatal disad¬ 
vantage that it is not ice cream us the 
American regards tho article. 

Ico has come to be less of a novelty 
on the tablo in Europe in recent years, 
mainly, doubtless, because of the insist¬ 
ence of the thousands of Americans who 
make Enropo their summer playground. 
Ico cream, too, you can get in most of 
the big cities, even in England. But it 
usually lucks the main, iudeflnnblo qual¬ 
ities that make it so attractive at home. 
Europeans may talk about the inimitable 
bouquet of their wines, but tho bouquet 
of American ico cream is beyond them. 
This is not a matter of natural advan¬ 
tages and facilities, as is claimed for the 
wine and other things, for Switzerland 
is full of ice topped mountains, and her 
valleys are filed with cows. 

A varied aud recent experience with 
tho ico creams of Europe induces the 
conclusion that only the “sorbetto” ono 
gets on the Piazza of St. Mark’s in 
Venice approaches the delicious perfec¬ 
tion of tho ordinary every day ice cream 
of America. Perhaps this is because the 
Venetians themselves eat ice cream, 
whereas in most other European cities 
it is regarded as an outlandish concoc¬ 
tion, prepared only for tho peculiar pal¬ 
ate of the stranger. It is a far cry aud a 
strange one, from St. Mark’s to Madison 
square, but the delighted exclamation of 
a group of American girls, ordering ico 
cream there as they had done all the 
way down from London, "Ah, this is 
something like!” covered the distance 
in uo time.—New York Sun.

I used formerly to dictate them. I had 
a certain talent in my legs, just as Na¬ 
poleon had a certain genius in the legs 
of his soldiers. My books go through 
many processes. To begin with, I fill my 
notebooks. Each note as it is used is 
scratched out iu blue or red pencil. 

From these written notes and tho tablets 
of my memory—‘ the deltoi of my mem¬ 
ory’—I write out iu copybooks the first 
copy of my novel 

"I write this first copy ou alternate 
pages of my copybooks, and leave the 
opposite sheet blank. When tho book is 
finished in its rough state, I rewrite it 
page by page on the blank sheets. Tho 
page on tho right is the amended copy 
of tho page on tho left. Then my wife 
looks at this second copy and suggests 
to me what improvements might bo 
made. 1 uoto these down. 

"Then I rewrite tho whole book again 
with the joy of a schoolboy who feels 
that a wearisome task is ended. So that, 
apart from my notes, I write each man¬ 
uscript three times over, aud if I could 
do so I would write it as many times 
more, for, as I have said, I am never 
satisfied with my work. But I am very 
irregular iu my way of working. Some¬ 
times I work 18 hours a day, and day 
by day. ’ ’—Rockland (Me.) Tribune.

They shout, "Hey, there!” and are 
constantly distracted because of the im¬ 
mense responsibility which they imagine 
is resting upon them. 

As soon as a snippy young man gets 
into a box office or is engaged ns an 
usher, he begins to imagine that ho 
owns the house, the company and a good 
part of the'frontage in the block. 

But the exceptional head usher is 
calm, polite, attentive nud solicitous. 

No matter how rapidly the crowd may 
pour in, it seems tliatr every one who 
comes receives some courtesy at his 
hands. 

Ho doesn’t shout or grab and the 
small children are not afraid of him. 

The most remarkable thing about this 
model master of ceremonies, however, 
is that ho knows very little about actors 
or plays. 

The other evening, wheu the house 
was crowded aud the performance was 
being received with noisy approval, a 
man who came into the foyer between 
acts remarked to him, “Well, it’s a 
funny show. ’ ’ 

“I dare say,” ho replied; “the bouse 
seems to like it. ” 

“Didn’t you see it?” 

“No; I was out here all the time.” 

“Is that so? Don’t you step inside to 
see the performances?” 

“Oh, no. My duties keep mo here. Iu

TRICKING A CRAB. 

African Native* Take Advantage of Ills 
Industry In a HeartleH* Manner. 

In Africa there exists a certain mem¬ 
ber of the crab genus commonly known 
ns the great tree crab. This peculiar 
shellfish has au offensive trick of 
crawling up the cocoauut trees, biting 
off the cocoanuts and then creeping 
down again backward. 

The theory is that the nuts are shat¬ 
tered by the fall, and the great tree crab 
is thus enabled to enjoy a hearty meal. 
Now, the natives who inhabit regions 
infested by this ill conditioned crab are 
well aware thut the lower portion of the 
crab’s anatomy is soft and sensitive, aud 
they believe that the “bivalve” was 
thus constructed in order that he might 
know’ wheu he had reached the ground, 
aud wheu, consequently, he might with 
safety release his grasp of the trunk. 

So what they do iu order to stop his 
depredations, which often ruin tho co¬ 
coauut crops, is this: While the crab is 
engaged iu nipping off the cocoanuts 
they climb half way up the trees aud 
there drive a row of long nails right 
around the tree, allowing an inch or so 
of tho nails to project. 

The crab lias no knowledge of disas¬ 
ter, nor yet tho fitness of things. As ho 
descends the sensitive part of his body 
suddenly touches the nails. Thinking he 
has reached the ground, he naturally 
lets go. Instantly lie falls backward aud 
cracks his own shell ou tho ground.— 
Pittsbnvg Dispatch. 

“E l’lurlbus I'num.” 

The circumstances attending the | 
adoption of tho legend ‘‘E Plnribns 
Uunm” as the motto of the United 
States have never been fully explained 
by tho historians. It was probably used 
ou coins—aud some say upon early 
colonial Hags—long before it was regu¬ 
larly recognized by tho leading officials 
of tho now’ republic. The oldest coin 
beuring tho motto iu full is a colonial 
cent coined by New Jersey iu the year 
17SG. The same year it appeared on a 
small medal recognized among the col¬ 
lectors of coins as “the confederutio. ” 
This medal wus a national token, 1 be¬ 
lieve, uud was coined by authority of 
tho gencrul government. It bore on one 
sido 13 stars und a blazing sun, the lat¬ 
ter surrounded by tho word “Coufeder- | 
utio, ” which gives it the name by which i 
it is known to tho numismatists. 

Tho words in the headline are un¬ 
doubtedly from Virgil’s "Moretus,”a 
poem devoted to a description of a cer¬ 
tain salad! In tho rhyming recipe he 
gives instructions for mixing the proper 
herbs und pounding the same in a mor¬ 
tar uutil tho various colors blend as one. 
Some ouo bus very appropriately said 
that “tho colonies were mixed in the 
mortar of the Revolution and came out 
as ouo homogeneous nation."—St. 
Louis Republic.

NONA. 


Some years ago I passer! several weoltfl 
at a fishing village on tho const of Brit¬ 
tany. What a hole it was! Bnt how 
picturesque! A miserable anchorage, 
for ten boats at tho most, a single stony 
street, which I can comparo to nothing 
better than a mountain torrent. On top 
of the hill a church, a veritable gothic 
toy, which stood in the middle of a 
cemetery from which a magnificent 
view of the ocean was obtained. Find¬ 
ing myself in the vein for work, I lin¬ 
gered in this out of the way corner nutil 
the end of the mouth of September, 
which by n rare chance in rainy Fiuis- 
tere, was that year exceptionally mild 
and clear. 

Bnt one cannot always compose verses 
and write, and a walk was my hygiene 
and my distraction. NIy most frequent 
promeuado was along tho beach, having 
on my right the bleak and rocky cliffs 
and on my left the uncovered stretches 
of sand—an immense desert of sand left 
bare by the outgoing tide. Two or three 
times I had exchanged civilities with 
some custom house officer going his 
rounds, his gnn slung over his shoulder. 

I was so regular and peaceful a prorne- 
nader that tho sea swallows were no 
longer afraid of me and hopped in front 
of me, leaving the print of their star 
shaped feet in tho wet sand. I walked 
six or eight kilometers a day and re¬ 
turned home with my pockets filled with 
those dainty shells which are found by 
burying tho hand deep down in the 
damp pebbles. 

This was my favorite excursion. 
However, on the days when a strong 
breeze was blowing and the tide was 
very high I abandoned the seashore, and 
climbing the village street I strolled 
along the sandy moor, or else I settled 
myself with a book on a bench in a cor¬ 
ner of the cemetery, which was shelter¬ 
ed by the church tower from the west 
end. 

It was a lovely spot, conducive to sad¬ 
ness and revery. The church tower 
stood out ngainst the autumn sky, over 
■which dark clouds were scurrying. 
Crows, whose nests were in the steeple, 
flew out with their hoarse cawing, and 
the shadow of their large wings glided 
over the scattered tombstones, almost 
hidden in the grass. 

In the evening more than at any oth¬ 
er time, the last rays of the setting sun 
bathiug tho sea as though with blood, 
the ragged branches of the skeleton of 
an old apple tree silhouetted against tho 
crimson sky and the deep intense still¬ 
ness of the wild home of the dead flood¬ 
ed my soul with melancholy. 

It was on such an evening as I have 
just described that, wandering among 
the tombs, many of which bore under 
the sailor’s name this mournful legend, 
“Died at sea,” I read on a new cross 
tho following words, which astonished 
and puzzled me: “Here reposes Nona 
Le Magnet. Died at sea Oct. 2(5, 1878, 
at the age of 10.” 

' Died al sea! A young girl! Women 
hardly ever go ont in tho fishing boats. 
How did this happen? 

“Well, monsieur,” said a gruff voice 
behind me suddenly, “you ore looking 
at poor Nona’s tomb?” 

I turned around and recognized an old 
■ailor, with a wooden leg, whose good 
graces I had ucquired by the aid of a 
few glasses of brandy, which I had giv¬ 
en him in the taproom at the inn. 

“Yes,” I replied. “But I thought 
that you fishermen never permitted 
women to go out with you. I have even 
been told that they bring you misfor¬ 
tune. ” 

"And that is tho truth,” responded 
the good man. "Besides, Nona never 
went into a boat. Would you like to 
know how tho poor little one died? 
Well, I will tell yon. 

"First of all, I must tell you that 
Pierre, her father, was a topman, like 
myself, and an old comrade. At Bour- 
get, when Admiral La Rouciere raised 
his golden helmet on the point of his 
saber, and we flung ourselves, hatchet 
in hand, ou the embattled houses, we 
marched elbow to elbow, Pierre and 1, 
and it was ho who received me in his 
arms when those cursed Prussians put a 
ball in my thigh. That same evening in 
the ambulance ut the fort Pierre held 
mv hand to give me courage while the 
surgeon amputated my limb, and he 
was there at my bedside when the ad¬ 
miral brought me my medal. But those 
rascally Prussians got the l>est of us, 
and we were sent home. I, with my 
wooden leg, was praeticully helpless. 
But Pierre, who was uninjured, hired 
ou board a fishing smack. Very soon 
afterward his wife died from an inter¬ 
mittent fever, leaving him tho care of 
little Nona, who was going on 10 yeurs 
of age. 

“Nuturally while the widower was at 
sea it was I, his comrade, I, the old 
bachelor, who cared for the little one. 
She was a good and pretty child, mon¬ 
sieur ; courageous and sweet tempered. 
We very often went to thfl rOOkji 1""' 
tide to gather turtles, shrimps, *f»rawu, 
and sometimes we were fortuuute enough 
to find a lobster. All, but we were good 
lriemls! 

“This went on for ubout two years. 
Nona hud uiude her first communion, 
grown and shot up like u thistle in the 
suud. But one day the Aineliu, Le 
Magnet’s lioat, was over taken in a storm 
and wrecked. The skipper dittoiot haul 
iu his sail soon enough, and the boat 
•truck ou that reef you cun see over 


there—jus; a little more to the star¬ 
board. There were four men in the crew 
—the skipper, two sailors and my poor 
Pierre. Bnt tho sea only gave up three 
of the drowned men and retained my 
comrade Nona became an orphan. It 
goes without saying that 1 did my l>est 
to replace her father. But the child, 
even after the first sorrow passed away, 
did not seem to console herself. And do 
yon know why, monsieur? Because of 
an idea all the women around here have. 
They believe that a soul must remain in 
pain unto tho judgment day unless it re¬ 
poses in consecrated ground. Wo men 
do not believe in all this nonsense when 
we know what happens when there is a 
death ou hoard ship. Bnt Nona could ' 
not lie forced to believe other than the | 
women had taught her and continued to 
burn candles at all tho pardons in the 
neighboring towns for tho repose of her 
father’s soul. 

"However, iu spite of everything, 
time is a famous merchant of forgetful¬ 
ness, and Nona after a few years np- 
pcared to me to become somewhat rec¬ 
onciled. Besides, her grief had not pre¬ 
vented her from growing handsomer and 
taking a pride in herself, and it is not 
because l loved her liko a father, but, 
upon my honor, she was the freshest 
and prettiest young girl in the parish. 
We lived so happily together. Wo were 
not rich, to be sure, but we lived, and 
wo enjoyed ourselves all the same. I 
had my pension and my medal, and 
then we used to go together to hunt for 
lobsters iu tho rocks. Tho trade is a 
paying one, and there is only one danger, 
that of being overtaken by the tide. 
Ah, unfortunately that was how she 
met her death, poor little one! 

“One day when my rheumatism con¬ 
fined me to the honse she went fishing 
alone. It was just such a day as today, 
the sky clear, the wind high. When the 
rook searchers gathered together with 
full baskets, they perceived that Nona 
failed to respond to their calls. There 
was no possible doubt. Great God, she 
had been delayed and surrounded by the 
rising tide! She had been drowned! 
All, what a night I passed, monsieur! 
At my age, yes, a hard hearted man 
like me, I sobbed liko a woman. And 
the remembrance came to me of the 
poor child’s belief that to go to heaven 
she must be interred in consecrated 
ground. Therefore as soon as the tide 
went down I went to the shore, and, 
with tho others, searched for the body. 

"And we found poor Nona,” con¬ 
tinued tho old sailor in a trembling 
voice. “We found boron a rock covered 
with seaweed, where, knowing that she 
was going to die, the poor little one had 
prepared herself for death. Yes, mon¬ 
sieur, she had tied her skirts below tho 
knees with her fichu, through modesty, 
aud with her old idea uppermost had 
attached herself to tho seaweed by her 
hair, her beautiful black hair, certain 
that she would thus bo found and in¬ 
terred iu cousecrated ground.

I was profoundly 
touched by this ’simple girl’s courage, 
who, even in the agonies of death, had 
retained tho modesty of her sex and the 
piety of her race, and before me in the 
distant immensity, in the solitudes of 
the heavens aud the sea, gleamed ont 
the beacon lights and the stars.

Not even Dickens, 1 think, found 
room for a butcher amid his Babylon of 
trades. A bailiff he lias aud eight sher¬ 
iff’s officers, half a dozen beadles tuid 
half as many more brokers. Tho sher¬ 
iff’s officer is, of course, a familiar 
enough figure from the days of onr lit¬ 
erary drama 

An ingenious American has compiled 
a list of Dickens’ characters, classified 
by callings, and it reads like nothing so 
much as it trades directory. There are 
architects, auctioneers, bankers, barbers, 
boarding house keepers, blacksmiths, 
carpenters, carriers, chandlers, chem¬ 
ists, clerks (a perfect army of them), 
coachmen, coal merchants, constables, 
corn chandlers, costumers, detectives, 
doctors, domestic servants, dry suiters, 
engineers, engine drivers, farmers, fish¬ 
ermen, gamekeepers, grocers, green gro¬ 
cers, haberdashers, hopgrowers, jailers 
and turnkeys, laborers, lamplighters, 
lawyers, law stationers, locksmiths, 
manufacturers, merchants, medical stu¬ 
dents, money lenders, notaries, hostlers, 
pawnbrokers, parish clerks, plasterers, 
porters, postmasters, potboys, report¬ 
ers, robeumkers, saddlers, sailors, sex¬ 
tons, shipwrights, stewards, stokers, 
stonemasons, sugar bakers, tailors, teach¬ 
ers, tobacconists, toymakers aud mer¬ 
chants, undertakers, watermen, weav¬ 
ers, wharfingers, wheelwrights. 

The list might be made longer, bnt 
that perhaps is long enough to lnuko 
you realize how amply provided with 
trades and tradesmen are the teeming 
streets of Dickens’ imagination.—Mac¬ 
millan’s Magazine. 

Irltllutu. 

Singularly enough, iridium, though 
metal of such comparative rarity, is said 
to be a source of uo small trouble in the 
operations of our mints, on account of 
tho difficulty experienced there iu sepa 
rating it from gold bullion. Practically, 
as is well known, this metal is utilized 
to some extent for making instruments 
of delicacy which require to possess the 
property of not corroding, and is obtain 
ed from iridosmiue, a natural alloy of 
iridium, osmium, rhodium, platinum 
andrutheuium, an extraordinarily whit 
mixture of rare tuetals, much of it U* 
iug found iu washing for gold iu tho 
bcuch sands of Oregon, and it resists the 
action of all single acids. In its use for 
tipping gold )x-ns, in which it is special¬ 
ly serviceable, the grains of it, which 
are fiat, like gold dust, are picked out 
with magnifying glasses.—New York 
Sun.

ARE SAI) FACED MEN. 

THIS IS WHAT ONE OF THE CRAFT 
SAYS OF DEEP SEA DIVERS. 

A Llf«i Tliat Isn't Exactly Jolly—A Vet- 
eran Toll* of Experience* He and Other 
Diver* Have Had - A flour Nliavi>—Fairy¬ 
land on tlir Ocean'* Hot tom. 

“I suppose yon sometimes see some 
fearful sights iu wrecks,” snid n re¬ 
porter to n veteran deep sen diver. 

“Yes, hut you get used to ’em when 
you have l>een in the business long. 
When I first started diving, I was sent 
down to report a wreck. Nobody was 
supposed to have been drowned when 
the vessel went down, bnt when I went 
into the cabin the first thing I saw was 
the body of n man seated at the table. 
The water was very clear and magnified 
him until he looked nbont four times 
his natural size. His hand was upon the 
shoulder of a little boy, who was sitting 
ou his knee. It was my first experience 
with dead bodies, nnd it gave me a 
shock. Now I don’t mind ’em at all. 
Most of the tales you hear about groups 
of dead people sittin round quite natural 
in a cabin are lies. A body will rise aft¬ 
er being in the water a couple of weeks 
and bo found floating np against the 
ceiling. When they have their legs un¬ 
der a table, they sometimes sit right 
where they are until their bodies decay 
away, because they are held down by the 
table, which is usually screwed to the 
floor. 

“An English diver I knew once had a 
pretty nasty experience with sharks. He 
was diving iu a wreck which had been 
loaded with live cattle. When she had 
been down at the bottom for a month 
or so, the bodies of the cattle became 
light and floated tip against the hatch¬ 
ways. As soon as ho started the after 
hatch, the cattle began to float out and 
up to the surface of the water. The lo¬ 
cality was infested with sharks, and 
they soon began to gather round the 
hatchway, grabbing the cattle as they 
came out aud following them up to the 
surface, fighting among themselves. 
Some of tho cattle had been tied, aud 
they floated out as far as their ropes 
would allow. The sharks gnthered round 
them and began to tear them to pieces. 
Pretty soon they began to fight, and poor 
Marsh—that was his name—was afraid 
to go up for fear ho might be attacked 
and afraid to stay down because one 
snap of a shark’s mouth would have 
severed his air hose in a twinkling. He 
gave the signal to be hauled up iu a 
hurry aud went biff among the school 
of sharks aud through them. In going 
through n shark snapped at him and 
took off his right hand, so that he had 
to give up the business. ’ ’ 

“What’s the narrowest escape you 
ever had?” 

“Well, about the closest shave that I 
remember was when I was putting some 
copper ou a steamer’s bottom while she 
was in dock. I took some plates down 
with me and did some work on one side 
of tho hull, after which I wanted to put 
some plates ou the other side. The ves¬ 
sel was about three feet off the bottom. 

I crawled underneath, dragging some 
plates after me. When I had been work¬ 
ing for some time, I noticed my air was 
getting short, so I went to try to get 
under the keel again to be hauled up. 1 
found the steamer nearly on the bottom 
and squeezing my air hose between her 
keel aud the ground. The tide was giv¬ 
ing out, aud she had gradually sunk un¬ 
til she was almost aground. I had for¬ 
gotten all about the tide, and when I 
pulled the hose I found it would not 
budge an inch. I can tell you scared is 
no word for how I felt. 

“If tho bottom had beeu soft, it would 
uot have mattered so much, but it was 
rock, and tho hose was gripped like a 
vice. There was nothing to do but wait. 
If she fell any lower, the air would be 
entirely shut off, and 1 would simply 
have to die. Yon can bet I shall never 
forget those few minutes when I was 
waiting to see whether she rose or fell. 
My head felt as though it was bursting 
aud my nose aud ears began to bleed. 
Presently I felt the air getting a little 
fresher. I took heart, aud soon she be¬ 
gan to rise with the turn of the tide. 
There was plenty of time for me to get 
my nerve back beforo she was high 
enough off tho bottom for me to crawl 
under. 1 didn’t get it back, however, 
but just stood there trembling until I 
could squeeze under her bottom and give 
the signal to he hunled up. For weeks 
after that 1 was a sick man, and my 
hearing hns never beeu right since. 

‘‘Sometimes,especially in tropical wa¬ 
ters, the bottom of the sea is a lovely 
sight. I have seen a forest of kelp and 
seaweed gently waving with the tide 
which looked like fairyland. The dim 
light and tho bright colored fish darting 
about nmko it look all the more beauti¬ 
ful A bit of seaweed ou laud does uot 
amount to much, but if you see a regu¬ 
lar forest of it growing it looks very dif¬ 
ferent. 

“If you stand still for u minute, the 
fish will swim all around you and ex¬ 
amino you just us a lot of human beiugs 
would look at somo strange animal. At 
the slightest movement they whisk their 
tails and not a living thing is to bo seen. 

“It takes the life out of u man some¬ 
how, diving does, tunl 1 never knew a 
diver who did much sntiliug. They are 
all rather grave, sober faced meu. ”— 
New York Tribuue.

Constituent Parts of a Cord of Wood. 

A cord of fairly seasoned wood weighs 
about 4,000 pouuds. If subjected to u 
heat of between 700 and 800 degrees it 
resolves into three distinct products— 
charcoal, pyroligneous acid ami gases. 
In order to properly bring this change 
ubout it is necessary to place the wood 
in a kiln and apply tins beat gradually 
for four or five days. At the end of that 
time the residue will bo 1,000 pouuds of 
charcoal, 3,000 pounds of pyroligneous 
acid aud 1,000 pounds Of uucomicnsed 
gusos. The aggregate weight of those 
products is exactly equal to the origiual 
Weight of the wood. — St. Louis Rejmb- 
tiu.

ASKING THE CAPTAIN. 

Just What Happened When Information 
Was Nought From the Commander. 

"Once on an ocean steamer, ” said a 
traveler, "we had a heated shaft bear¬ 
ing, or something of that sort, so that 
tho engines stopped for five or six hours. 
I had often read and heard about how 
the captain was tho great mogul aboard 
ship, how about all things pertaining 
to the affairs of the ship he held aloof 
and must not bo approached by the pas¬ 
sengers, aud that it was a sort of viola¬ 
tion of the unwritten rules of tho sea 
for a passenger to ask the captain any¬ 
thing. And there may be somo reason 
in all this; if one passenger might ask 
him, 40 might, and surely the command¬ 
er of the ship ought not to be unneces¬ 
sarily disturbed by useless questions. 
We had been lying there three or four 
hours waiting. There was no danger 
whatever, but it was a delay and an in¬ 
cident of interest, and of course all the 
passengers talked about nothing else— 
the common information was that the 
delay was due to a heated bearing. 

"I was standing on the upper deck 
by tho door to the main companionway 
leading to the deck below. The captain 
came along the upper deck from the 
after part of the ship aud went below 
by that companionway. He must pass 
within a foot of me, and under the cir¬ 
cumstances it did not seem like a vio¬ 
lently unreasonable breach of salt water 
etiquette to ask him wliat was the mat¬ 
ter, which I did. A passenger who stood 
on the other side of the doorway looked 
at me with the amused smile of an older 
traveler. Tho captain said nothing. He 
simply passed ou, to all outward ap¬ 
pearances quite unconscious of my ques¬ 
tion or even my presence. ”—New York 
Sun. 


The Tree Killer. 

Ouo of tho curious forest growths of 
the isthmus of Panama and lower Cen¬ 
tral America iu general is tho vine 
which the Spaniards call matapalo, or 
"tree killer. ” This vine first starts iu 
life as u climber upon the trunks - of the 
large trees, aud, owing to its marvel¬ 
ously rapid growth, soon reaches the 
lower branches. At this point it first be¬ 
gins to put out its "feelers”—tender, 
harmless looking root shoots, which 
soon reach the ground aud become as 
firmly fixed as tho parent stem. These 
hundreds of additional sap tubes give 
the whole vine a renewed lease of life, 
aud it begins to send out its aerial ten¬ 
drils in all directions. These intwine 
themselves tightly around every limb of 
the tree, even creeping to tho very fur¬ 
thermost tips and squeezing the lifo out 
of both bark and leaf. Things go on ut 
this rate but a short whilo before the 
forest giant is compelled to succumb to 
tho gigantic parasite which is sapping 
its life’s blood. Within a very fow years 
the tree rots and falls away, leaving the 
mutupalo standing erect uiul hollow, 
like u monster vegetable devilfish lying 
upon its back with its horrid tentacles 
clasped together high iu tho air. Mur- 
guu, "Ceutrul America Afoot,” says, 
"Coreliko arbors of matapalo are to bo 
seen in all directions, each testifying to 
the lingering death of some sylvan giant 
that formerly supported it. ”—St. Louis 
Republic. 

How Massachusetts Treats Debtors. 

Some recent letter writers in various 
newspiqicrs have been complaining that 
Boston is provincial iu several respects. 
So it is. But tho charge umy bo extend¬ 
ed to the state just as well. It is said to 
be possible to imprison a man for debt 
in Massachusetts, barbarous us it is 
looked upon in other regions, aud it is 
suid to bo possible, too, for a creditor to 
intercept the salary of u man with u 
family, except $10 u week, aud this, 
too, even if there are a dozen in the 
family, and the judgment debt is really 
another person’s. When one learns of 
such things as these, one ceases to won¬ 
der ut the extent of the emigration from 
regions where such things are possible.

AX IMPORTANT DECISION. 


IX WHICH ALL WHEELMEN ARK INTER¬ 
ESTED.—THK L. A. W. OBTAINED IT. 


Wheelman have rights, and the courts 
say so. Iu Scrautou a youug man leaned 
his wheel against the curb while ue went 
into a house. A teamster drove bis 
heavy wagon against the wheel aud 
smashed it, aud wbeu the owuer of the 
bike asked him what he was going to do 
about the wrecked wheel the teamster 

told him to “keep your-wheel out 

of the street.” This occurred iu June, 
1893. Tbe youug man brought suit and 
tbe case was heard by arbitrators who 
fouud for the plaintiff for the full value 
of the wheel. The case was appealed, 
aud iu the wiuter of JS94 w as tried, but 
the jury not uuderstandiug the case, dis¬ 
agreed. Finally the owner of the wheel 
appealed for help from the League of 
American Wheelmeu. aud Chief Consul 
Boyle, of Philadelphia, saw the oppor¬ 
tunity of establishing the rights of tbe 
bicycle in the streets, aud promised tue 
help of the League. L ist week the case 
was again tried iu Scrautou befoie 
Judge Gunster. who, in explaining to 
the jury the law bearing upon the case, 
set tortn neyoud all cavil iu the future 
the rights of bioyolists upon the 
public thoroughfares. They have no 
right upou sidewalks at all, any more 
than have other vehicles, but have tiie 
same right upou highways aud streets 
that all other couveyuuces have. If oue 
is left leaniug agaiust a curb stone, the 
mau who ruus into it and damages it 
does so at his peril. Upou the streets a 
wheelman is entitled to his share of the 
roadway, aud the mau who negligently 
or recklessly runs him dowu must auswer 
to the law. I’pou the strength of 
such a charge as that the jury promptly 
returned a verdict (or the owner of the 
wheel, thus establlshiug a precedent 
that will prove of inestimable advantage 
to thousauda of riders iu this common¬ 
wealth.—Harrisburg (Pa.) Telegraph. 


REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


Three fine lot* on West Newton hill, 
owned bj tbe Robinson estate, have just 
been sold.

The 
other lot is on Seweil street, next to the 
corner of Sterling, and contains 17,452 
square feet. The buyer’s name is with¬ 
held for tbe present, 

Edward C. Burrage has juH purchased 
the fine residential property on Chestnut 
street. West Newton, belonging to 
Henrietta E. Hayes. It is next to tbe 
corner of Margin street, and comprises a 
fine large frame dwelling and 18.230 
square feet of land. Mr. Burrage lives 
a short distance further up the hill, and 
the Hayes house will be occupied by bis 
mother. 

Edward H. Eldredge & Co. have sold 
for S. B. Hinckley to Albert Gieger, 400,-

It is 
proposed to erect a brick buildiDg to 
cost in the neighborhood of $70,000 of 
size sufficient to accommodate the police 
department and court offices, and to pro¬ 
vide accommodations for a much larger 
department than Newton has at present. 
The committees have visited several 
cities, where modern police buildings 
have been recently erected, and propose 
to adopt ideas obtained from all of them 
with a view to making the new station a 
model building. 

A lot of land containing 14,000 square 
feet situated on Irwin road, Waban, has 
beeu sold to M. Gutlon of Boston, by 
George Rogers, the price paid being 12 
cents a square foot. Mr. Gutlon bas 
sold to Mr. Rogers the property num¬ 
bered S5 and 87 Humboldt avenue, Rnx- 
bury, consisting of two three apartment 
houses and 2500 square feet of land, tbe 
asking price of which was $17,000. 

S. G. Gay of Allston has purchased on 
Nevada street, Newtonville. some 20,000 
feet of land, on which he will erect 
seven apartment houses, costing $30,000 
in all. The owner was I. S. Newman of 
Brighton. The houses will each contain 
two fiats. 

Alvord Bros. & Co. have sold to A. W. 
Harrington of the Boston firm of A. W. 
Harrington & Co., a house and lot of 
7050 feet on the westerly side of Oxford 
Road, Newton Centre. The house 
which is an $8000 one' is now in process 
of erection and is to be completed Oct. 
1 st. The land was sold for $.20 per 
foot. This makes six houses and nine 
lots of land sold by tbe Alvords on Ox¬ 
ford Road this spring. 

Aban, Trowbridge & Co. have sold two 
more lots on tbe Barker estate. Hunt 
street, near Gtlen street, to A. C. Rem- 
ick, who is putting up some desirable 
moderate priced bouses with steam heat¬ 
ing and modern conveniences. They 
have leased the Knowles house. Apple- 
ton street, Newtonville. to Mr. A. L. 
Lindsey of the Norfolk Rubber Co., Bos¬ 
ton. 

The statement was made tbe other day 
| that real estate was never as fUt as in 
Newton at this season. The city was 
evidently not meant by the statement 
but only Newton proper, as those who 
have followed this column the past two 
or three months have b«**»n surprised at 
the number of sales in different parts of 
the city, it may be true that little has 
been done in Newton pr >per, but there 
are several re-tsons for this. This sec¬ 
tion is already pretty well built up, aud 
what vacant land there is iu the market 
| is held at such high figures that sales are 
! slow, and only those buy who wish to 
! build a home iu some particular section. 

No large tracts b ive been opened up, as 
1 iu other sectious. Tbere have been few 
, sales of houses, but uo real estate own- 
J ers have desired to sell, except at a high 
’ figure, and are so confident of the value 
of these holdings that they are willing to 
; wait. There are hut fe w vacant houses, 
although tbere ha* been quite a demand 
, for rents, without much of a choice to 
give to Dew comers. R-nts have reached 
quite a high figure in New tou, aud the 
houses that are still seeking tenants are 
not as desirable as can be fouud for the 
fame or less money in other parts of the 
city. There have been but few houses 
built for rental in Ward 7 or Ward t, 
the past year, And apparently no effort 
made to attract new comers. The city 
has grown rapidly in other sectious, anil 
unless the local real estate owners show- 
more enterprise thau in the past, the 
growth of the city will all be iu other 
sectious.

JOHN W. CARTER OF WEST NEWTON 
LOSES 1118 LIFE AT HARWICH. 


Both branches of the city government 
mot Monday evening. In the hoard of 
aldermen, Messrs. Green and Degen were 
abseut. A hearing was called on the 
order for a sewer on Alden place, off 
River street, ibe sewer having been 
call 3(1 for by the board of health. Dr. 
Curtis, chairman of the board of health, 
stated that the street was a very narrow 
one, built up with double houses, and 
the outhouses were not in a sanitary 
condition.

No one appeared at the hearing on the 
order for sewer on Prospect Park, off 
Beaumont avenue, and the order was 
passed. 

An order was passed for the laying out 
and acceptance of Claremont street. 

The board was uotifled of the suit 
brought by Elizabeth Ann Ratcliffe, for 
damages for land taken in ttie layiug out 
of Commonwealth avenue. 

A communication was received from 
Albert Brackett, protesting against the 
taking of the land where his coal yard 
stands, for the wideuiug of Washington 
street, as laud could be takeu from the 
other side of the street without injuring 
his business, 

Wm. M. Costello was appointed a po¬ 
lice officer for the usual probationary 
term of six months. 

Alderman Plummer reported from the 
Highway committee an order for the

widening of Elm street, and appointing 
Monday, August 5, at 7.50, for a heariug 
to all parlies interested. Also an order 
for widening Watertown street; and ap¬ 
pointing the same date for heariug. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
highway committee to expeud the money 
they had received for Claremont street 
for construction of same. 

Alderman Tolman reported from the 
ordinance committee, an order amending 
the police ordinance, by abolishing the 
office of captain dnd providing for five 
sergeants, and the amendments were 
passed to be ordained. 

Alderman Hamilton reported on peti¬ 
tion for sewer on Charlesbank road, east 
of St. James street, giving petitioners 
leave to withdraw. 

Alderman White reported the order 
for poles and wires, granting the N A W 
Gas company leave to erect poles on Bel¬ 
levue, Fountain, Valentine, Brighton and 
Homer streets. Also poles on Otis street, 
and to allow the Telephone Co. to attach 
wire thereto; also to erect poles on Ward, 
C-nter. Faxon, Crescent, Jewett corner 
of Pearl street. The Telephone Co. was 
granted a permit to attach cross arms to 
0 poles on West street. Also to attach 
cross arms to four fire alarm poles on 
Waverley avenue, and to 6 on Dedham 
street. 

The Telephone Co. were also granted 
locations for poles ou Walnut, Boylstou, 
Parker, Cherry, Be icon and Central 
streets, aud Woodlaud road.

Alderman Hamilton presented the pe¬ 
tition of Lawreuce Barry, for a renewal 
of his express license, claiming that it 
had been revoked without cause. Attor¬ 
ney Daniel J. Gallagher appeared tor 
him, and said the liceuse had been 
voked without a beariug aud they would 
like to know what the accusation was, 
so they could puc in au answer.

The Commou Council transacted only 
concurrent busiuess. 

MU. BARRY 1 B LICENSE. 

After adjournment the license commit¬ 
tee gave a bearing to L iwreuce Barry. 

Barry’s license was revoked on com- 
plaiut of Police Sergeant Uyau to the ef- 
fec: that Barry was iuterleriog with the 
work of reform in the Nouantum district 
by carting large quautities of beer into 
the district. Barry, through his counsel, 
D. J. Gallagher, claimed that au injustice 
had been done him, aud asked for the 
specific charges. 

Alderman Plummer stated that Ser¬ 
geant Ryan and the police ot the district 
stated that Barry, bin mother, and two 
brothers caused more disturbance in the 
district than all the rest of Nouautum 
combined, and that he had openly defied 
them to s'op him fiom doing a liquor 
business. 

City Maishall Kichardsou staled that 
Barry carted little except beer, aud acted 
as agent for Martin|.Sliields, a Waltham 
liquor dealer. 

Mr. Gallugber produced his client’s or¬ 
der hook, showing that he did a legiti¬ 
mate express busiuess aud claimed that 
his client was a law-abiding citizeu. aud 
had acted within his rights. He asked 
for a renewal of the liceuse. The com¬ 
mittee look the matter under advise¬ 
ment. 


While bathing in the surf at Harwich, 
Inst Friday, John W. Carter, of Carior, 
Dinsmore A Co, tho manufacturers of 
stationers’ supplies, was drowtied. He 
was spending the summer with his fami¬ 
ly at the beach in company with his 
brother, J. R. Carter, the treasurer of 
the Carter, Rice A Co. Corporation, and 
family, the latter’s brother-in-law and 
his family, and three of the children of 
another brother, making a family party 
oftweuty-two persons in all. About 

I. 80 o’clock Saturday morning, J. W. 
Carter went in bathing with a nephew 
and another gentleman. There was a 
sloop auchored a few hundred feet off 
shore, and it was proposed to swim out 
to her. Mr. Carter declined and his two 
companions left him paddling about 
near the shore. When they readied the 
sloop they saw Mr. Carter swiromiug 
back toward tho shore, after having 
swam part way out toward the sloop. 
He was an expert swimmer, and no one 
on the sloop or near the shore watched 
his movements specially. A few minutes 
later the nephew aud his companion 
swam back. Not seeing Mr. Carter they 
inquired about him, aud were told that 
he had probably gone to his batbiug 
house. 

It was about twelve o’clock that Mrs. 

J. W. Carter alarmed her brother-iu-law, 

J. R. Cnrtor, who was playing tennis 
near the hotel, with the news that she 
could not fiud her husband, that bis 
clothes were still hanging in the bathing- 
house. aud that he was nowhere to be 
seen about the beach. The brother told 
her that her husband had probably swam 
down toward the pier, which is hidden 
from the hotel by a low bluff. He then 
hurried in that direction and, on gaining 
tbe t topof the bluff saw two men point¬ 
ing at something in the shoal water. It 
proved to be his brother’s body. A phy¬ 
sician was at ouce summoned aud the 
captain aud several members of the life¬ 
saving crew near by arrived soon after, 
aud the attempt to resusitate the 
drowned man was persisted in for more 
than five hours but without avail. The 
cause and maunei of his drowning are a 
mystery. He had no heart trouble and 
was otherwise in good health. 

Mr. Carter was born in Boston aud was 
lit y-two years old last Sunday. After 
receiving a preparatory education he en¬ 
tered Harvard, but left at the end of bis 
freshman year aud entered the Forty- 
fifth Massachusetts Kegimeut as a private, 
but after serving a short time, at his 
own request, he was transfered to the 
tegular army, where he held a commis 
siou, served during the war aud was in a 
number of engagemeuts. A few years 
ago, his college degree, which he had 
not. returned to take, was given to him 
out of course. He lived for many years 
iiilWest Newton, where be occupied a pro- 
raiueut social position. He was identi¬ 
fied with the various clubs and business 
men’s organizations, aud at one time 
served as president of the West Newton 
Lyceum Association.

A Hint to Illcycle Riders. 

There is a little arrangement of my 
own invention, which many Uidies, bi¬ 
cycle riders, have found satisfactory, 
used to udjust an ordinary skirt to a 
comfortable riding length. About eight 
inches from the bolt sew on the seams on 
the under side of the skirt little brass 
rings, about the size of uu old fashioned 
6 cent silver piece, Then put tho rings 
between tho seams, so they are about six 
or eight inches apurt; then sew on an¬ 
other row diagonully opposite these 
rings, about six inches lower down on 
tho skirt. Through these rings run a 
stout, black, smooth cord, the ends com¬ 
ing out into tho pocket on tho right side. 
By pulling this string und tying it in a 
single bowknot, und couceuliug it in 
the pocket, tho skirt is lifted, for rid- 
iug. When dismounted, by untying the 
string und giving the skirt a little shake, 
it assumes the conventional length. This 
device is perfectly simple. Tho rings 
should be sewn on strong und tho string 
smooth.—Mary Suigeut Hopkins in 
Wheelman.

THE BICYCLE FACE* 

WHAT AN KNOI.ISH PAPKI! SAYS OF TilK 
si FK.ors OF WIIKKLI.NO. 


Ttie St. James Budget, nn English au¬ 
thority, Inin been discussing the bicycle 
and itn effect on the liabtiunl rider, in a 
way to alarm timid people. It says of 
the riders: 

“They fr« qnentl.v wear an anxious look 
and an unwholesome pallor, which are 
so characteristic that one may almost 
speak or the *bicyc e face.’ Watch them 
descend at an inn; a good many exhibit 
anything but the exbileration of healthy 
exercise, borne are more than pale; 
their fnces have the peculiar gray hue 
which betokens nervous exhaustion. 
And they complain of headachb—a sin¬ 
gular complaint foi young men engaged 
in an athletic pastime. This is true of so 
manyH8 to be quite noticeable, aud to 
make people anK why bicyclists always 
‘look soBeedy.’ The fact that the ill ef¬ 
fects associated with the two-wheel ma¬ 
chine are not experienced with the tricy¬ 
cle, Although the latter entails far more 
exertion, gives a clue to what wh believe 
to be au explanation. The distinguish¬ 
ing feature ol the bicycle, and especially 
of tho safety, ts the difficulty of maiu- 
taining tho equilibrium. ‘Learning’ to 
ride means masteiing the art of keepiug 
the machine upright. It has a tendency 
to rail to one side or the other all the 
time, which has to be counteracted by a 
special effort. The learner kuows it 
very well to his cost, but once having 
learned he forgets about it and does bis 
balancing more or less automatically. 
Nevertheless the effort upon the brain 
puts a constant tbougb unconscious effort 
upon the braiD and uervouH system. The 
reason why the bicycle has to be ‘learned’ 
at all is that the centre of equilibrium in 
the brain requires to be taught the busi¬ 
ness of doing its duty under novel cir¬ 
cumstances. The falling bicycle is main¬ 
tained upright by a constant series of 
small muscular movements, which un¬ 
consciously adjust the weight to the 
proper position, and are themselves con¬ 
trolled by a special brain centre situated 
at the back of the bead. The strain up¬ 
on the centre is incessant, though un¬ 
marked. and some people cannot stand it 
for more than a short time. This it Is 
that causes the headache and nervous 
exhaustion,”

The 
writer of that article spent the Fourth 
some miles away from auy church bells, 
it rs suspected, which may have had some¬ 
thing to do with the desire for more 
noise, but bow can the rising generation 
be taught "the lesson of patriotism and 
love of country” by a discordant uoise, 
which make all adult hearers wish that 
they were stone deaf? That is evidently 
oue of the things that “no fellow can find 
out.” No complaints were mado as far as 
we have been able to discover, and 
every one seemed pleased with the sub¬ 
stitution of having patriotic tunes rung 
forth from the beautiful chimes of Grace 
church. One would think that that 
would bo a much more seusible way of 
teaching patriotism and love of country. 

There is no particular virtue in the

Soino of Them True, Many False, but All 
Highly Interesting—Hnckuin and tho 
'•Wellington Hoot System”—A Talk With 
Mr. Spectator, a Man Who Knows. 

But who should this bo sipping sonio 
iced vermouth at tho marble tnble but 
old friend whom I will call Mr. 
Spectator. Ho lives at Monte Carlo, ho 
has passed a scoro of seasons hero, ho 
lms plenty of money, ho goes to the 
Casino every day aud overy oveuing aud 
ho never plays a cout. It is his occupa¬ 
tion iu life to bo an observer of things 
and to mark tho ways of man and wom¬ 
an kind. In tho summer ho will mark 
them at Aix-les-Bains, at Lausanne 01 
at Trouvilla Ho knows everything 

about what is going ou just now at 
Monty,” what Russian princess 
pawned her diamonds last week aud 
what Cuban sugar planter did not die of 
apoplexy at tho Hotel Carmbole, bnt 
poisoned himself with prussio acid 
Ho was a fool, sir,” quoth Mr. Spec¬ 
tator. "Why didn’t ho go to tho admin¬ 
istration? Why didn’t he moke his dec¬ 
laration? They know well enough that 
ho hod lost 200,000 francs iu the course 
of ten days. They would havo paid his 
traveling aud hotol expenses back tc 
Paris, or back to Brazil, for tho mattei 
of that Ho was a fool, sir!” 

Mr. Spectator went on to explain that 
when a cleaned out player mado a can¬ 
did admission of his impeenniosity the 
administration gavo him a snm of mon¬ 
ey sufficient to defray his journey by 
railway to the place whence he came 
and his incidental expenses en route. 
He mentioned ono case in which a whole 
family of five persons were allowed 15 
lonis apiece to take them from Monte 
Carlo to London, tho sole condition at¬ 
tached to tho largess being that tbe 
recipient should uot re-enter tho Casino 
unless lie or she recouped the adminis¬ 
tration for their outlay. In tho caso 
which I 10 cited, ono of tho party, a lady, 
who had uot gouo farther than Nice, 
received some weeks afterward a hand¬ 
some remittance from England. Sire 
went back blithely to “Monty,” repaid 
the 15 lonis, re-entered the Casino, aud 
backing the douze dernier, uot forgetting 
zero, won £800. “Yon ure not to be- 
iiove,” added Mr. Spectator, “a tithe of 
the .sensational stories printed about 
ruined gamesters hanging themselves to 
trees in the gardens, or blowing out 
their brains in tho reading room. ” The 
majority of these canards are set ou foot 
by obscure French newspapers which 
have not been subveutioued or bribed by 
the administration to puff Monte Carlo. 

One of the pleasautmit characteristics 
of my friend Air. Spectator is that overy 
time you meet him lie has a fresh story 
to tell you about on infallible system for 
winning at roulette, and this time he re¬ 
galed me with a succinct narrative of 
what I may call the “Wellington boot 
system.” Captain Bockurn bad played 
for many years a lurgo number of sys¬ 
tems, and by the time he was five aud 
forty lmd played away a handsome for¬ 
tune. A happy thought occurred to him. 
Ho always wore Wellington boots. His 
capital was jnst 5 louis. This he 
changed into 5 franc pieces, and lie nev¬ 
er staked more than oue piece at a time, 
and if he won he withdrew his stakes aft¬ 
er tho third coup. His winnings ho care¬ 
fully placed iu a side pocket, aud when¬ 
ever ho had won four pieces ho changed 
them into a louis and slipped tbe coin 
into ono of his boots. Ho played for 
seven consecutive hours beforo his stock 
capital was exhausted. Then he returned 
to Nice, somewhat heavy of footstep, 
and drawing off his boots, found that ho 
hud won 100 louis. 

“This was two yeurs ago,” continued 
Mr. Spectator, “aud only last week I 
found Buekum at a third class hotel at 
Nice. He m ils in a dressing gown and 
slippers und looking by no means cheer¬ 
ful. ‘How about tho Wellington boot 
system?’ 1 asked. ‘Utter collapse,’ I 10 
replied. ‘Confounded run of bad luck. ’ 
‘And tho bouts?’ I went on. ‘The boots?’ 
ho replied. ‘I pawned them yesterday 
afternoon. ’ ” 

So this is “Mouty” iu full swing— 
“Monty,” with its ups aud downs, its 
ceaseless whirl of gayety and dissipa¬ 
tion. There is no rest at Mouto Carlo. 
When you are tired of play, there are 
dramatic performances, there aro con¬ 
certs, there is pigeon shooting, and iu 
tho spring and summer there is plenty 
of yachting. But all these are only side 
issues. The Grand Trunk lino of Monte 
Curio leads to tho temple of mammon. 
It is crowded night and day by people 
lusting for money which they have not 
eurued, und it is the road to ruin.—

very different from bird songs. 

"Listen, Huns,” said the girl when 
the hunter paused in his song. " Your 
song reminds mo of something. I know 
—people say—that in tho autumn you 
go socrotly into tho woods for game. Lot 
the poaching go. Tho forester is your 
enemy. Yon know why. and if he 
should meet you pn . king in the woods, 
then—heavens! my Huns! if yon sin uld 
be brought to me with a ballet through 
your breast. ’’ 

The yonng man bent over the girl, 
who leaned caressingly on his shoulder 
and kissed her lips. 

"People talk toomneh. Don’t believe 
every tiling they say, sweetheart. ’’ And 
putting his arm around her they went 
singing through the forest. 

When the couple disappeared among 
the trees, a man in hunter’s dross crept 
from tho bushes. He carried his gnn on 
his back and n knife in his belt.

Manna. 

Manna is the concentrated juice of 
several plants which grow in great 
abundance in many parts of south Eu¬ 
rope, Asia and Africa. Tho tree which 
most generously produces it is a sort of 
ash. The juice exudes from the stem 
during the summer mouths, us a conse¬ 
quence of the punctures of an insect 
that infests tho tree, but tho better 
kinds of mauuu, known as "fluke man¬ 
na,” are obtained from incisions made 
in the bark. Tho poorer qualities come 
from the bark near the roots of tho tree. 
The manna of commerce is obtuined 
sJlietiy from Sicily ami Calabria. A vu 
riety is collected by the Arabian Bed¬ 
ouins from a species of tamarix, which 
is used on bread like honey. The word 
is believed to lie derived from the Syriac 
maiio, a gift, though there is little evi¬ 
dence that the medical substance now 
known by that name has anything in 
common with the umnuu mentioned in 
the travels of the Israelite

With «ome difficulty I nt 
Inst got out into the deep snow where 
my showshoes were of more use to me. 
The moose still pursued me, roaring at 
intervals, and one who has not heard a 
ipoose roar can form but little idea of 
the terrible bellowing noise. After sev¬ 
eral attempts to strike me with his front 
feet he balked and stood nbont 20 yards 
away pawing and roaring. I eagerly 
seized this opportunity to climb a tree, 
nnd soon after the animal turned and 
made off. Of all my adventures in the 
bush, and they number a few, the one 
I have just related came the nearest to 
being my death. ”—Montreal Witness.

Life at Bar Ilnrhor. 

[Written for the Graphic], 

One cannot be in Bar Harbor long, 
without being a victim to tbe Shore Rath. 
Starting out for a walk with the firm de¬ 
termination to explore an inviting path 
through the woods, or view the country 
from nome of the numeroue hills, the 
steps turn instinctively to that seductive 
walk by the sea. Beginning at that very 
I prosaic section of the town where the 
wharves and freight houses are, it makes 
a sudden bend, turns its back on the 
commonplace and following the shore 
line, opens before one new beauties at 
every curve. On the left hand, nature 
in all tbe loveliness of {Bland aud soa, on 
tbe right, stately mansions and a few 
genuiuo oottages, noticeably those low, 
cosy, home-like ones situated in “Tbe 
Field,” ft piece of the c mntry set down 
by tbe sea in its quiet beauty, giving no 
bint of the busy little town at its back. 

Iu one of these cottagos lives Parke 
Godwin, a prominent New York editor 
and Bon-in-law of tbe poet, William 
Cullen Bryant. He would be a conspicu¬ 
ous figure even in the crowded streets of 
New York, with his stalwart form and 
leonine head,” as some one haB de¬ 
scribed it, crowned with clisteuing gray 
curls. 

Walking along still further we pass the 
imposing residences of Mr. Bergoer and 
Dr. Derby of Boston. Next an unex¬ 
pected opening between two large estates 
is noticed, which proves to be a narrow 
foot path connecting tbe shore nod town. 
Only pedestrians are favored with the 
beauties of this shore path, for there is 
no driving allowed, aud carriage commu¬ 
nication with tho grnud cottages is only 
from the rear. Passing tbe enticing little 
path wo see a large house, planned most 
artistically for summer comfort and con¬ 
venience, which has to bear the burden 
of a very suggestive nnme,“Devilstone.” 
Next beyond, and shaded by grand old 
trees, is “Tho Briars,” the residence of 
J. Montgomery Sears, who is so well 
known iu Boston. Passing other attrac¬ 
tive cottages, we pause iu wonder before 
a statelv stone structure, on which has 
evidently been lavishly expended, all 
that taste, art aud money could suggest. 
Standing in tbe midst of a large, olosoly- 
shaven lawn, dotted here and there with 
beds of bright flowers, while iu front is 
the glurious sea view.“Kenarden Lodge” 
belonging to J. S. Keunedy of New 
York, is cortainly an ideal summer 
home. Hero on tbe point we look across 
tbe little cove and see the Vanderbilt 
cottage among tho trees, while not far 
beyond is the unique Btructnre known as 
“Chatwold,” which is the summer home 
of Mr. Pulitzer of tbe New York World. 
The owner having recently spent one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dol¬ 
lars, simply on an addition to the origi¬ 
nal house, it is presumably as satisfac 
tory to tbe proprietor, as interesting to 
tbe general public. In addition to all 
the attractions of Ithe house, seventeen 
horses in the stables may be supposed to 
contribute somewhat to the summer’s 
enjoyment. 

Now our path makes a turn, but as it 
is inlaud we will rest awhile and enjoy 
“rocking” while we note the passers by. 

If it is Sunday afternoon there will be 
a continuous procession of people, most¬ 
ly composed of tbe “other half” of Bar 
Harbor society. Smart maids and nurses, 
tree for a while of their charges, and 
dressed iu holiday atiire, are walking 
with their attendant youugmen, who are 
really plentiful here in summer. Pretty, 
quiet young ladies, who at other times 
don a white cap aud apron and do 
chamber work iu tbe hotels; then a few 
couples pass that bear tbe stamp of 
genuine natives, while frequently gentle¬ 
men of color in all tbe glory of checked 
suits, diamond studs aud buge caues, 
stroll along, giving no hint in their gor¬ 
geous appearance, that they ever wear 
aprous or carry trays. 

Speakiug of natives, it is certaiu that 
tbe term guileless canuot be ascribed to 
them when one considers tbe prices that 
are charged tbe “rusticators.” 

A Boston Sunday paper is ten cents; 
roseB sell for a dollar apiece, aud a 
would-be purchaser changed his mind 
on tbe desirability of fruit when be saw 
cherries marked at 40 cents a quart. 

Tbe main street now is a very lively 
place, both day and evening. Many 
little shops, opened just for the summer, 
are very bright aud attractive iu their 
tasteful adoruing. Oue little flower store 
is fiuihhud entirely iu bark, making a 
veritable sylvan retreat. One tiny uook 
is devoted to tissue paper work, while 
Oringtou’s chiua store, tbe Japanese 
bazaar, the fascinating Oriental rug dis¬ 
play, aud Huyler’s sweet attractions, are 
all suares to beguile the mouey from 
one’s pocket. 

The hotels ou the main street now 
show signs of life, aud the great Rodick 
aud attractive Marlborough, prove that 
the seasou has fairly opeued. There are 
mauy hotels ou the side streets which 
are certaiuly iuvitiug iu their appear¬ 
ance. Tbe Louisburg aud Malvern are 
tbe two most popular. The former is 
tho resort of many uoted and fasbiou- 
able people, while tbe latter ureseuts 
strong attractions in its cottages for a 
perruaoeut sojourn. 

Guests are now arriviug hv every boat 
and tiain, aud soou the round of gay- 
eties will begiu. In the meautime, na¬ 
ture is tempting in all her loveliness, the 
weather is fine, and there is something 
for all to enjoy. X.

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SENATOR HOAR ON APAISJI. 


HA* NO SYMPATHY WITH THOSE WHO ARE 

TRYING TO STIR UP STRIFE HRTWKKN 

CITIZENS. 

George F. Hoar, who is a trustee of 
Clark university at Worcester, welcomed 
the summer school there Monday. The 
passage in his address of most general 
interest relates to the conditions which 
led to the recent outbreak at East Bos¬ 
ton. Here is what he said on this sub¬ 
ject:— 

I called attention one year ago to the 
socialistic troubles and dangers. Our 
numbers were decreased by the railroad 
troubles. Bands of hungry men were 
marching to Wnshiugton. 1 ventured to 
predict that they could not disturb even 
the least function of our municipal 
government. The prediction has proved 
to be a reality. The danger has gone by 
and is in the past. We are confronted 
to-day, however, with another public 
danger quite as serious and yet quite as 
transitory as that of last year. That 
comes from an attempt to arouse the old 
feelings of the dark ages and which 
ought to have endTd with them, between 
men who havo different forms of faith. 
(Applause). It is an attempt to recall 
on oue side the cruelty of the Catholic 
church and frighten men and women of 
both sexes (laughter), aDtl on the other 
side to find the men of the Catholic 
church all ready for political action. 
Both of the«e attempts will fail. I hap¬ 
pened to be readiug last night from Mil¬ 
ton where in writiug of the Puritans he 
wrote: “Nothing but wide ocean and 
the savage deserts of America could hide 
and shelter them from the fury of the 
bishops.” There can be no apprehension 
<>n the part of the bishops from any one 
who has known 50 years of Williams of 
the Catholic church and who knew 
Brooks of the Protestant church, 

We have an institution we mean to 
stand by, protect aud make perpetual 
and that is the common sobool open to 
all the childreu and free from sectarian 
control. Now it is said a portion of our 
citizens, as is their right, desire to seud 
their children to receive a particular 
form of religious education. They have 
a perfect right to do so, but some of 
them go further and say that so deserv¬ 
ing and exercising that right, it is not 
fair to contribute for the common 
schools. I hope our Catholic friends 
will see they are mistaken in this ex¬ 
pectation. Does any prelate, teacher or 
parent doubt that his Protestant fellow- 
citizen has an equal light to send his 
child to a non-sectarian school? Do 
they doubt it is for the best interest of 
the whole community that all should re¬ 
ceive an education somowhere? Every¬ 
body who desires to send his children to 
a place other than the c imraon school 
still expects to pay his share. Our 
friend, Mr. Salisbury, cheerfully pays 
his share for the common school, al¬ 
though I am sorry to say he does not 
send his children to the schools. My 
children are past the age, but I pay for 
the support of the schools and expect to 
pay. The rich man, who seuds his chil¬ 
dreu to other sohools, eveu the bachelor, 
all pay cheerfully aud because of duty 
for the c >mmon school. The Episco¬ 
palian sends his children to St. Paul’s or 
to the Concord schools but he pays his 
abate. Now is there any reason why 
our Catholic citizen should ask to be 
exempt from the commou rule? It 
seems to roe that this simple considera¬ 
tion ought to put an end to this warfare, 
which l 'oms like a dangerous cloud 

The Massachusetts law is that the 
common school for every child is to lie 
provided, as the public charge lor all 
the children aud that obligation is the 
bottom mortgage on every collar of the 
people. (Applause). The right of the 
pareut is absolute aud inalienable, end it 
-these two truths are taken ogetber will 
remove discord. I have no patience or 
tolerance with the spirit that would ex 
cite strife. It is as much out of place as 
the witchcraft delusion or the fires of 
Smithfield. 

We have 700,000 Catholics iu Massa¬ 
chusetts and more than 50 per cent, of 
our population are of foreigu birth or 
parentage, who retain an affection for 
their old land as our ancestors did. I 
havo a letter writteu by my mother’s 
father in which he speaks of England as 
home, although his ancestors had been 
away from there for more thau 150 
years Are we not to live in comfort, 
peace and hope? Are we to widen and 
deepen a ditch, to build up a wall of fire 
between our lellow-citizeus who will aud 
ar- to wield 50 per cent, of the political 
power on which depeuds the hope and 
glory of the state we love? 

This nation is a composite. It is made 
of mauy streams, the union of many 
streams, the twisting aud wiudiug of 
mauy strands. Now the quality, hope 
and destiny of our land is expressed in 
the phrase of our fathers, E Fluribus 
Uuum, of many, one. Of many states, 
one nation. Of mauy creeds, one faith. 
Of mauy bended knees, oue family of 
God.

CONVENTION SUNDAY 


AT THE CENTRA!. CONGREGATIONAL 
CHURCH AT NEWTONVII.I.E. 

The Central Congregational church 
was appropriately decorated in honor of 
Convention Sunday, aud large congrega¬ 
tions gathered both morning and even¬ 
ing. 

Rov. F.dwin Heyl Delk of Hagerstowu, 
Maryland, occupied the pulpit in the 
morning. His text was from John 1, 41, 
“He first findeth his own brother 
Simon,” and he aunounced his theme in 
the question, “Have wo a religion for 
men?” a question naturally prompted by 
the fact that women make up the largest 
part of the attendance upon our religious 
services. 

The first answer to the question is 
found in'the character of Christ, which 
he tested in four different ways, show¬ 
ing how He stands out serene and un¬ 
moved in the presence of outraged 
uature, as iu the tempest on Galilee, and 
in the midst of the angry mob at 
Nazareth, how he rises suptemo in 
power aud righteous wrath, in the pres¬ 
ence of man’s greed and cleanses the 
temple of money changers, and under 
the physical suffering of the Passion, is 
patieut and magnanimous to the last. 
Is there any lack of true manhood here? 

The second answer is found in Chris¬ 
tian Biography. Beginning with the 
disciples, the preacher cited Peter and 
John before the Sanhedrim, and beioic 
incidents in the life of Paul; then with 
allusions to the devoted missionaries of 
the early church and the heroic reform¬ 
ers of tbe middle ages, he brought the 
list of Christiau heroes down to modern 
times and ended with Gladstone, the 
greatest statesman of his age, and Park- 
hurst. of whom the Outlook fitly says, 
“There is co braver figure in American 
history.” 

The third answer is fouud in the need 
of redemptive forces to-day. The great 
evils of the time, intemperance, open and 
secret licentiousness, municipal misrule, 
organized infidelity, call for all that is 
virile aud courageous in reform, and this 
is work for men, these are foes to be 
grappled with by Christian citizenship, 
thought here are ecclesiastical spinsters, 
who say that clergymen should keep 
their hands off such dirty things. Chris¬ 
tianity is the only dynamic to bring 
about social reform. Tbe church is the 
ouly true centre of civilizition, the only 
place where men cau meet as social 
equals, the onlv force to conserve true 
family life. Christianity creates charac¬ 
ter without which social stability is im¬ 
possible, and lastly, Christianity alone 
seeks to reclaim the wreckage of society. 

Tbe last answer to the question is the 
sure aud certain coming ot tbe Kingdom 
outlined by Jesus of Naz iretb, a King¬ 
dom that means art, literature, science, 
industry perfected and ennobled, oities 
purified, nations federated, and Jesus. 
King over all. 

Iu conclusion, the speaker put the 
personal question, “What are we going 
to do about it?” Exactly as we are told 
id our text, “As Andrew went to fiud 
Simon,” let every man seek another man 
with the message. I have found the 
Christ. 

Have we a religion for men? Yes, I 
am uot so sure that we have tbe men for 
the religion, but God cau transform 
character into what the time demands, 
great hearts, strong minds, willing 
hauds, consecrated lives. 

Iu the evening Dr. Firrar sooke of the 
syin etricaldevelopmentofcharacleraud 
found a type of it iu the gie.it conven¬ 
tion with its noble purposes, its wide 
reihiug sympathies, its lofty spiritual 
aspirations. 

Dr Boyd of North Carolina began by 
saying be would speak ou uo special 
topic, but like tbe negio exhoiter, he 
would “just branch out” aud give some 
idea of existing conditions iu the South. 

You bear little, he said, of the work 
of reform in the South, yet when the 
people in Louisiana tell tbe time had 
come, they rose aDd voted out of exis¬ 
tence the Lottery with its great fortune 
and its mighty influence. 

We make uo noise about our temper¬ 
ance work, yet in Mississippi there are 
only five counties where saloons can be 
licensed, aud iu the couutry lowus of 
North Carolina there are no saloons. 

Of the race problem Dr. Boyd said 
little. Time alone cau solve it in the 
educational, moral and political eleva¬ 
tion of the uegro race. If people who 
leave money to Northern colleges could 
only realize the poverty of Southern in¬ 
stitutions, $100,000 giveu to the south 
is worth more than a million to the over¬ 
rich northern colleges. 

Thu speaker made a striking compari¬ 
son between the development of northern 
industry and the almost uutouched re¬ 
sources of tbe South, aud found hopeful 
conditions in the fact that the south has 
a homogeneous people made up of old 
English gentry, Scotch, Irish Yeomanry, 
Huguenot artisan, and negroes who are 
always loyal Americans. 

The new south is a land of freedom 
aud liberty, with traditions parallel with 
those of the uorth, sympathizing with 
their perplexities and problems, aud 
truly, loyally American.

THE BICYCLE FACE. 

A SPORTSMAN WHO HOLDS IT TO BE AN 
INDICATION OF CHARACTER. 


"How many persons hare b-eu an¬ 
noyed by the criticisms of cyoling and 
jests about the so-called bioycle faoe?’ 
said an enthusiaatic sportsman to a New’ 
York Tribune reporter. “It is, indeed, 
singular that the learned persous who 
have discovered this bicycle face oome 
from the ranks of the vast army who 
ride in cable or trolley cars. For cen¬ 
turies it has been known to olose ob¬ 
servers that nil men and women who 
ride horses, camels or elephants have 
set faces. When Alexander commanded 
his orderlies to faco Bucephalus toward 
the suq that he rnigit not see his 
shadow,aud mounted lue fretful charger, 
does any odo believe that the kiug’s fea¬ 
tures were relaxed and that the face of 
the mighty couqueror wore a grin? A 
hundred times no. The great general 
wore the so-called bicycle face. Did not 
Julius Caesar say that the stern, war¬ 
like features of his cavalry Were a host 
when his troopers confronted the infan¬ 
try of Potnpey? 

“Did anybody ever Bee an ancient bass- 
relief or soulpture iu which the features 
of the equestrian figures did not bear the 
stamp of the bicycle face? Down through 
tbe ages every rider bears tbe set face 
of the cyclist. Nobody can ride any ani¬ 
mal or any machine that requires the 
centralization of thought without bis 
features reflecting the concentration. 
Railroad engineers, sailors, drivers of 
trotting horses in races, jockeys, caval¬ 
ry meu and all other equestrians have 
the bicycle face. 

“In riding a horse, no matter where it 
may be, either in the park or on the 
prairie, the ridei's mind should be on 
his horse. If a rider on either a horse 
or a bicycle is going through Central 
Park he may chat with a companion; 
but it is certain that the appearance or 
other riders coming toward him will 
cause his mind to concentrate on the 
question of what the persons coming 
toward him are going to do, aud how 
they will turn to avoid him. His wheel 
or his horse constantly requires his at¬ 
tention even if he continues to converse 
with his companion. 

“Tbe loue horseman on the prairie 
may think of home or a thousand other 
things, but bis safety deraauds that he 
keep his mind centred ou gopher-holes 
aud other obstacles which may mean a 
fall. The boys who ride or exercise 
thoroughbreds acquire the bicycle face 
iu a few weeks, as their minds are on 
their safety, even if their fancy runs riot, 
and they imagine that the horses they 
ride are future Derby or St. Leger win¬ 
ners. They must be alert and quick to 
act iu an emergency. Consequently all 
successful jockeys have tue bicycle 
face. 

“The Mexicans, who ride as well as 
the Indiaus ou the plain*, have pro- 
nouuced bicycle faces. So have tbe 
Moors and Egyptians, who ride the 
horse of tbe desert. lu the Russian 
Cossack the bicycle face is hereditary, as 
the race is practically boru iu the saddle. 
Nobody ever saw a negro of South 
Africa with a bicycle face. 

“To many, and especially to women, 
the bicycle face is a bugbear. The set 
face of an expert horsewoman enhances 
tier appearauce, especially if she is tair 
to look upon, Wheu the women with 
tbe bicycle face smiles she illuminates 
everything about her, and causes untold 
agonv to tbe women who would be 
beautiful if their features were set. The 
womau who can ride gracefully on either 
a horse or a bicycle invariably defeats 
her sister who has never permitted her 
pleasures or pastimes to concentrate her 
thought. 

“It is the same with meu. A man who 
has not the slightest claim to passable 
good looks, who would he unnoticed as 
a porter or laborer, would yet attract at- 
teuttou as a trooper or cavalrymau, when 
concentration of thought caused his 
homely features to assume character by 
being set and firm. 

"To sum up, anybody who rides every 
day on a wheel aud does not acquire the 
bicycle face lacks character, aud is a 
meuace to himself and evetybody else 
when ou the road or on the track. The 
bicycle face denotes strength of miud in 
the persons who possess it. It means 
alertuess, quick perception and prompt 
action iu emergencies. The idiotic grin 
of some of tbe cigarette-smoking fellows 
who make fun of bicycling can never be 
mistaken for the “bicycle face.” 


TO TAKE ECHO BRIDGE. 


METROPOLITAN PARK C0M5II8S10NERS 
REPORTED TO HAVE DECIDED UPON 
SEIZING THIS NOTED STRUCTURE. 


The Metropolitan Park Commission 
has decided to take Echo Bridge, located 
at Newton Upper Falls, neat the Need¬ 
ham line, and also the adjacent piece of 
property known as Hemlock Gorge, for 
park purposes. Iu a recent report the 
commissioners say, “Oue of the most 
beautiful landscape features in tbe 
j neighborhood of Boston, aud something 
! uuique in its way, is the spot in the 
neighborhood of the bridge carrying the 
j Sudbury acqueduct of the Boston water 
I system aero-* the Charles, widely kuowu 
as ‘Echo Bridge,’ aud so called ou ae- 
| count of its wonderful echoes. This is 
the wild and romautic ‘Hemlock Gorge.’ 
where the stream retains much of its 
primitive aspect, with steep hanks of 
conglomerate rock, clothed for toe most 
part with a magnificent growth of hem 
lock, the whole formiug an extraordi¬ 
narily beautiful landscape feature which 
should he preserved intact for the eujoy- 
meot of the public forever.” 

The commission has hud plans drawn 
and is about to seize the laud in the in¬ 
terests of the State. It will be improved 
somewhat, but will be left so far as 
possible iu its wild state.

JUSTICE IN MONACO. 

I wish I hnd leisure to speak at length 
of this astonishing state, smaller than a 
French village, bnt where ono finds an 
absolute sovereign, bishops, an army of 
Jesuits and divinity students more nu¬ 
merous than that of the prince, an ar¬ 
tillery the ordnance of which is almost 
rifled, an etiquette moro elaborate than 
that of the late Louis XIV, principles of 
government more despotic than those of 
William of Prussia, and, in addition to 
all this, a magnificent toleration for the 
vices of humanity. 

On the other hand, let us salute this 
virtuous peacefully disposed king, who, 
fearing neither invasions nor revolu¬ 
tions, rules tranquilly over his happy 
little people in the midst of a court cere¬ 
monial, in which is preserved intact the 
tradition of four reverences, 20 hand 
kissings and nil the forms observed in a 
bygone era in the presence of great rul¬ 
ers. 

This monarch, above everything, is 
neither bloodthirsty nor revengeful, 
and when ho banishes—for ho does ban¬ 
ish—the sentenco is carried out with in¬ 
finite tact. 

Is it necessary to produce proofs of 
this? 

A pigheaded gambler, after a day of 
bad luck, insulted the sovereign. He 
was expelled from the country by royal 
decree. 

For a month he roamed around the 
forbidden paradise, fearing tho flaming 
sword of the archangel in tho shape of a 
gendarme’s saber. Finally ho ono day 
plucked up courage, crossed tho fron¬ 
tier, gained in 80 seconds the heart of 
the country and entered the Casino. Bnt 
suddenly an official stopped him. 

“Were you not banished, monsieur?” 

“Certainly I was, bnt I am going 
back by the next train. ” 

“Oh, in that case it is all right. You 
can euter, monsieur. ” 

And every week he returned, and on 
each occusion the same official put to 
him the same question, which ho an¬ 
swered in tho same fashion. 

But a few years ago a serious and en¬ 
tirely novel case arose in the principal 
ity. 

A murder had been committed. 

A man, a native of Monaco, not one 
of the transient strangers of whom one 
meets legions, but u married man, in a 
moment of passion bad killed his wife. 

He hud killed her without reason, 
without any extenuating circninstanc^vw 
This opinion was unanimous through¬ 
out the whole principality. 

The supreme court met tr judge this 
exceptional case, for never before had 
murder been committed, and the wretch 
was condemned to death. 

The outraged sovereign signed the 
death warrant. 

It only remained to execute the crim¬ 
inal. But here a difficulty presented it¬ 
self. The country possessed neither ex¬ 
ecutioner nor guillotine. 

What was to be done? On the advice 
of the foreign minister, the priuco en¬ 
tered into negotiations with tho French 
gfldvernmeut to obtain the loan of a re¬ 
mover of heads and his apparatus. 

Long deliberations in tho ministerial 
office at Paris. Finally they replied and 
forwarded u minute of expenses for 
moving the guillotine and for the serv¬ 
ices of the expert. The total was 10,000 
francs. 

His majesty of Monaco thought that, 
the affair was going to cost him pretty 
dear; the murderer assuredly was not 
worth so much money. Sixteen thousand 
francs for the neck of a rascal! The 
devil! 

Ho then preferred tho same request to 
the Italian government A king, a 
brother in royalty, would doubtless not 
prove such a hard bargainer as a republic. 

The Italian government sent a minute 
of expenses which amounted to 12,000 
frames. 

Twelve thousand frames! Why, it 
would be necessary to impose at new 
tax, a taix of 2 frames at head on tho iu- 
babitamts. .That would bo enough to 
stir up unknown troubles in the staite. 

He contemphited decapituting the 
ruffiam by un ordinury soldier. But the 
general, on being consulted, waw doubt¬ 
ful whether any of his men haul had 
sufficient sword praaetice to acquit them¬ 
selves satisfactorily of at task demamd- 
iug great experience in handling the 
weapon. 

So the prince atgatiu convened the su¬ 
preme court amd submitted to them this 
embarrassing position of affairs. 

The court satt at long time without 
discovering amy practical solution. At 
last tiie president suggested commuting 
the death sentence into one of imprison¬ 
ment for life, amd the suggestion was 
adopted. 

But they haul no prison. Itwus ueces- 
satry to improvise one. A jailer wais also 
commissioned who took change of the 
prisouer. 

For six months everything went welL 
The convict slept all daiy on u mattress 
in his hut, and his guard did the suine 
on a chair just inside the door faicing 
the pussersby. 

But the prince is economical—it is his 
least fault—wml requires the details of 
the smallest exjieiiditures incurred 
throughout his dominions. Among those 
were plau'ed before him the items nt the 
disbursements relating to the oreatiou 
of u new offices the nmintemuioe of the 
prison, prisouer and jailer. The outlay 
on the latst wais u heavy drain on the 
royal pnrse. 

His fae^Jengthened visibly, amd when 
he considered it might laist forever, for 
the condemned man wais still vuuiiv. he 


insisted on his minister of justice taking 
measures to suppress this expense. 

The minister held a consultation with 
the president of tho tribunal, and the 
two agreed that the office of jailer might 
be abolished. The prisoner, required to 
guard himself all alone, wonld not fail 
to escdiie, and this would solve the 
question to tho satisfaction of all. 

The jailer was thereupon sent back to 
his faunily, and ono of tho under cooks 
of the pulaice was simply required to 
eairry, morning amd evening, food to the 
prisoner. But that gentleman maule no 
attempt to recover his liberty. 

One day indeed when they had failed 
to provide him with nourishment he 
coolly presented himself to claim it, and 
henceforth it was his custom, in order 
to save the cook a journey, to come at 
meail honrs and cat will wto servants of 
the palatce, with whom haul become 
friendly. 

After breakfast he would taike a stroll 
as fair ns Monte Carlo. Occasionally lie 
wonld enter the Casino and risk n few 
frames ait play. When ho won, he wonld 
treat himself to a good dinner ait ono of 
the lcaiding hotels, then he would re¬ 
turn to his prison amd eairefully lock the 
door from the inside. 

Ho never slept ont a singlo night. 

The situation was becoming difficult, 
not for the condemned mam, bnt for his 
judges. 

Once more tho court assembled, and 
it was decided that they should invite 
tho criminal to depart from the states 
of Monaco. 

On this decision being commnnicaited 
to him ho merely replied: 

“I perceive yon are joking. Come, 
now. Why should I go awaiy, I, indeed? 
I have no means of living. I have no 
longer any family. What do yon wish 
mo to do? I was condemned to death. 
You didn’t execute me. I saiid nothing. 
Then I was condemned to imprisonment 
for life amd handed over toa jailer. Yon 
deprived mo of my jailer. Still I said 
nothing. 

“Now you ask me to get out of the 
country. No, thunk yon. I aim a prisou¬ 
er, yonr prisoner, judged and condemned 
by yon. I am carrying out my punish¬ 
ment faithfully. Here I stop. ” 

The supreme court was duiufounded. 
Tho prince flew into a terrible rage and 
ordered them t o act. 

They applied themselves diligently 
to deliberating. 

Tho outcomo was it was decided they 
should offer the prisoner a pension of 
600 francs a year to live in another 
country. 

He accepted. 

He lias bought a little inclosed plot of 
lauid within five minutes’ walk of the 
realm of his former sovereign; lie lives 
hnppily on his estate, cultivating a few 
vegetaiblcs nud holding poteurates in 
contempt.—From the French of Guy de 
Maupassant in Romaince. 

How They Got Rich. 

When I talk to a man who 1ms made 
a fortune by advertising, I wonder that 
anybody who lias amy thing to sell does 
not go and do likewise. One mam told 
me a daiy or two ago that his concern, 
with ai nominal capital of $100,000, 
only $80,000 of which wais paid in, has 
divided in a single yeair among three 
partners profits to the amount of $750,- 
000 , and that exclusive of salaries of 
$50,000 and $25,000 drawn by two 
members of the firm. Ten or twelve 
yeairs aigo this man wais a drug clerk on 
a small salary in a western town and is 
now one of the millionaires of New 
York. “Without advertising I might 
have made a living.” he said, “bnt it 
was advertising that made me rich, and 
advertising a very simple commodity at 
that. ” 

Another main, who beairH similair tes¬ 
timony, tells mo that his concern, which 
began by investing $10,000 ai year in ad¬ 
vertising, increased the amount every 
yeair according to their increase of busi¬ 
ness, and this year expects to spend $1,- 
000,000. Still another, who confined 
himself entirely to the newspapers uud 
magazines in the exploitation of his 
specialty, never having touched a dead 
wall, a fence or the broad side of a barn 
with poster or paintbrush, und never 
employing a salesman, lias u cool mil¬ 
lion salted down in real estate, keeps 
his yaicht aind spends most of the year 
abroad in luxurious living. 

Many other men of my acquaintance 
resting in ease and wealth have told mo 
Btories of their own experience with the 
same moral. Some day I am going to 
print these stories and give the names 
of the heroes.—Major Handy in Chicago

Country Roadsides. 

(Ronton Herald). 

If the authorities of rural towns could 
be made to see how much their attrac¬ 
tiveness for summer visitors depends 
upon the beauty of their roads they 
would take care not to disfigure them 
with the periodical “improvements” 
that mainly consist in chopping down 
and ploughing up the beautiful growths 
of wild shrubbery and herbaceous plants 
that give them one of theif leading 
charms. Fortunately a remarkable 
change for the better in our country 
roads, as such, is taking place, thanks to 
the civilizing influence of the bicycle, 
and the American people are becoming 
alive to the true economy of well built 
highways. Hand in hand with this ad¬ 
vance should go a sense of the desirabil¬ 
ity of good roads aesthetically as 
well as from an engineering point of 
view. When care is taken to make the 
borders of a hard and Bmooth country 
road attractive, then its condition be¬ 
comes an ideal one. But when the way¬ 
side has been converted into a desert 
waste, however excellent the road bed 
may be, there is little pleasure to be ob¬ 
tained from driving over it unless the 
distant views which it commands sboud 
compensate for tho ugliness of the fore¬ 
ground. 

Garden and Forpst, in depicting an 
ideal stretch of tural road, calls atten¬ 
tion to some of the characteristics es¬ 
sential to the attractiveness of such 
roads under varying conditions. For 
example, it is held that where roads are 
laid through smooth and highly culti¬ 
vated farm land, a broad border of turf 
extending on either side of the wheel 
track and flowing under open fences to 
unite with the glass of meadows or up¬ 
land fields, with an occasional tree to 
break the monotony, is always agreeable 
to the eye when kept trim and neat, 
“But where the features of the country 
are rugged and stony, undoubtedly the 
greatest beauty is secured if native 
shrubs and trees are allowed to take 
possession of tho borders and the axe is 
withheld until they become too dense or 
aggressive.” It is pointed out that it is 
a distinct advantage to have the wheel- 
way narrow on a road that is not greatly 
frequented, for a broad road always has 
a depressing effect, and the wayfarer 
feels lonesome ou it, as be does on any 
other desert. In this connection at¬ 
tention may profitably be called to the 
advantage of reducing the width of roads 
where they have been laid out very 
broad by giving up a central n-served 
spaie—or at the side, if the way traverses 
a region of a permanently rural charac¬ 
ter—for the use of electric cais. Both 
safety aud beauty will thus be pro¬ 
moted. 

“The more uearly a rural road is ob¬ 
literated by its surroundings the more 
delightful it is, aud this is especially 
true of a by-road which offers a sense of 
seclusion as one of its principal charms,” 
it is remarked. “And again, a narrow 
road can be more easily and cheaply 
kept in repair, since every additional 
square yard of surface requites so much 
more woik, and this is an important 
matter iu a community where the r«»ad 
tax is a heavy item of expense.” It is 
very pertlmntly asked why should not 
the roadsides of a civilized country be 
treated with as much regard to their 
beauty as public parks are? For, in one 
sense, they are quite as truly a part "f 
the general property of the people. In 
one of the bill towus of Connecticut tins 
view has led an association of gentlemen 
to organize especially to protect ilie 
roadsides, This should also enter into 
the work of every village improvement 
society. 

It is pointed out that the people who 
destroy this beauty do not do it mali¬ 
ciously; they simply do not realize In.w 
much loveliness they are laying wast**, 
and if their attention was called to it, 
and remonstrances made in every case 
where natural scenery is defaced, ilit* 
evil would decrease. The fact that 
natural beauty has a distinct money 
value is a potent argumeut. “It is a 
business truth that the man who dimin¬ 
ishes the beauty of his estate by c ue- 
lessly chopping down trees or defacing 
its road holders at the Bnme time lowers 
the maiket value of his own land, nnd 
that of his neighbor’s. It is also a truth 
demonstrated iu practice that the people 
of any town who make an intelligent ef¬ 
fort to preserve and develop its natural 
resources iu the way of scenery also 
make a distinct addition addition to the 
market value of every acre within its 
limits.

BOSTON’S DEBTS. 


The committee that has boon investi¬ 
gating the condition of Boston’s finances 
have not made a very eucouragiug re¬ 
port. They find that the city has a debt 
of some *43,000,000. and that the debt is 
bound to grow uuless some radical 
changes are made. Boston is not re¬ 
garded as an example of a corruptly 
governed city, like New York, but there 
bas always been a tendency in that direc¬ 
tion, no matter what party has been in 
power. There has not been that devo¬ 
tion to strictly business principles that 
should characterize a well-governed 
city, and the commission mildly says 
that the people "should demaud of their 
representatives watchfulness and care 
over city expenditures, and not mere¬ 
ly that they should see how much 
can be got out of the city treasury. Em¬ 
ployes should be expected to exorcise 
the same care and to practioe the same 
economy as would be demanded in any 
well-conducted business. Where this is 
done they should be commended, and 
failure to meet these requirements should 
be cause for discharge. There are un¬ 
doubtedly many faithful and careful em¬ 
ployes of the city but there are also 
many whose only idea seems to be to 
draw a large salary and to do as 
little work as possible.” 

‘‘Those having charge of the depart¬ 
ments and appropriations should at all 
times exercise the closest sorutiny so as 
to make the best use of the available 
means. It is not necessary always to 
spend the whole of an appropriation 
simply because it has been given, and 
often to exceed it.” 

Boston is now confronted with a con¬ 
dition and not a theory, the debt limit 
aud the tax limit has about been reached 
under the existing laws, and something 
must be doue. The commission calls at¬ 
tention to several ways iu which the city 
has lost money, oue of which is by giv 
ing away valuable franchises for nothing. 
Corporations that in other cities have to 
pay liberally for their privileges, and can 
well afford to, are in Boston treated with 
especial kindness. Oue way of increas¬ 
ing income, which the commission 
recommends is a tax of 2 1-2 per cent on 
the gross receipts, of the street railway 
company the same as is done in other 
cities, which would bring in about *100,- 
000 a year. 

Newton has found that the presence 
of a street railway in a street adds large¬ 
ly to the cost of keeping it in order, and 
in Boston thiB item alone must add 
largely to the amount of the yearly ex¬ 
penditures. The West Eud company is 
making money, but Bostou gets nothing 
for the valuable franchises it has granted 
and in the matter of transfers, about 
which a good deal has been said of late, 
the Bostou public gets fewer privileges 
than the people *of most other cities. 
ThiB is only one of the sources of reven¬ 
ue to which the commission calls atten¬ 
tion. 

The report as a whole does not give 
much encouragement to those who have 
been agitating the auuexation of more 
suburban cities aud towns to Boston. 
Here in Newton it is evident that we are 
a great deal better off than if we were a 
ward of Boston, where politics has had 
so much to do with the government of 
the city, and where politics is responsi¬ 
ble for a great part of the city’s debt 
Outsiders may well feel thaukful that 
they are still onrside, after reading of 
the magnitude of Boston’s debt, and the 
other statements of the commission 


city authorities were surprised, and 
think that the assessors have been re¬ 
miss iu not discovering that land in that 
section was of such great value. Some 
surprising discoveries as to the value of 
land are hIso reported to have been 
made on Washington street; corner lots 
iu the square at Newtonville covered 
with business blocks, are reported to be 
only assessed at some 00 cents a foot, 
while land of the same nature in the bus¬ 
iness part of Newton was sold some years 
ago for *2.50 per foot. The valuation of 
land in different parts of the oity is not 
at all uuiform, aud until receutly the 
north side of the city paid more thau its 
share of the taxes, on account of the 
low valuation on the south side. Recent 
mayors have succeeded in getting the 
south sido marked up at the rate of some 
quarter of a million a year. In wards 
one and seven owners of real estate are 
lucky if they can sell for the assessed 
value, while judging from the above 
statements in regard to Newtouville 
and Auburndale, the property owners 
would hardly be willing to sell at double 
the valuation. It takes time of course 
to correot all these inequalities, but 
they will be done now that they are 
being investigated. The new boulevard 
and the widening of Washington street 
will be of great benefit to the city in 
more ways than one. 


The Boston Herald’s real estate edi¬ 
tor notes the fact that a new standard of 
income has been set for first-class realty, 
and that investors are now almost forced 
to pay such prices that the returns are 
small. Many trustees are content if 
they can get 4 per cent, without risk, aDd 
there is so much money seeking safe 
investments that large returns can not 
be looked for. This of course applies 
mainly to the older and more thickly 
settled parts of Boston, but the same 
conditions affect more or less all high- 
class real estate. The compensation is 
that such investments are safe, and are 
unlike corporatiou stock which may 
turn out to be valueless, owing to the 
mismanagement of thoBelin charge, as 
many have found to their sorrow. New¬ 
ton real estate seems to be regarded as 
especially desirable, judging from the 
large number of sales for investment 
purposes that have been made this 
spring.

A QUEER OLD ENGLISHMAN. 


The Waltham aldermen are still 
wrestling with the Newton street rail- 
way-Moody street grade problem, and 
had a heariug this week on the question 
of compelling the street railway to con¬ 
form to the original grade of the street, 
and an order was passed appropriating 
*500 to pay part of the expense aud re¬ 
quiring the rail way company to pay the 
rest. The com jany was also granted a 
franchise on Newton and River streets 
to the Watertown line, on condition 
that the work shall be completed within 
this year. This is a part of the new 
line that is to run through Adams aud 
Bridge streets in Newton to Bemis sta¬ 
tion, and which has been delayed so long 
t>y the contest with the Watertown se¬ 
lectmen, over the franchise for the por¬ 
tion lying within the limits of that 
town.

Boston has voted to begin work at 
once on the section connecting the Bos¬ 
tou and Newton ends of Commonwealth 
avenue, which will be good news to all 
interested in the success of the Newton 
enterprise.

Thomas Laugher anil Ills Curious Experi¬ 
ences, Physical and Otherwise. 

Tliomns Laugher, who is Haid to have 
died at the ago of 112, has an amusing 
record that connects him with Holborn. 
He was a well educated man, for he had 
Btndied at Christchurch, Oxford, for 12 
years. In curly life he had been a wine 
merchant in Tower street and failed, 
owing to the failure of a very large 
house in tho same trade, Neele, Fordyce 
& Co. It so affected Laugher that lie be- 
camo blind and speechless, and the skin 
peeled off from tho whole of his body. 
Though a wine merchant, ho never 
drank any fermented liqnnr for the first 
50 years of his life. Tho old man’s 
memory was prixligions. He well re¬ 
membered, in 1705, seeing Queen Anne 
going to tho honso of peers, seated ou a 
pillion behind the Lord Chancellor, and 
lie talked about tho death of William 
HI. Ho had been a well made man, 
rather abovo tho middle height. At 80 
ho had a severe fit of illness, and then a 
fresh head of hair came, and now nails 
on the fingers and toes. A contraction 
thnt took place in the fingers of each 
hand at this instant remained always 
aftor. Nothing is said about new teeth 
coming iu his case, and he must soon 
havo recovered sight and speech, which 
misfortune had deprived him o* so 
abruptly. 

He had a son, who died at the age of 
80, aud whom he always called “poor 
Tommy. ” This boy of fourscore looked 
very much older than his father, and the 
fact led to some curious mistakes on the 
part of strangers who saw* them togeth¬ 
er. Once, when they were walking in 
Holborn, tho son could scarcely keep 
pace with the father—in fact, with so 
great difficulty aud distress did he do so 
that he attracted the attention of a gen¬ 
tleman, who went up to old Langlier to 
expostulate with him on his want of 
filial dnty in not aiding more his vener¬ 
able father. The old man told him of 
his mistake, but tho stranger refused to 
give tho least credit to his assertion un¬ 
til somebody passing at the time, who 
know the Laughers well, certified to tho 
perfect truth of the story. 

All four turned laughers then; at 
their separation all Holborn beamed 
with smiles, and grew quite radiant for 
a moment, bnt the next second it relapsed 
into its bustling but somewhat melan¬ 
choly quotidian business—cash hunting. 
One feels amused at this fussy moralist, 
who showed such prevailing anxiety 
and officionsuess to direct others in the 
path of virtue, smiting, as the mote, un¬ 
conscious of the beam. —Notes aud Que¬

“I wish you would teach mo how to 
commit to memory the songs I want to 
sing,” said an amateur musician to a 
friend. “I have never been able to com¬ 
mit my mnsic to memory—at least have 
never done so—and I think it would be 
of use to mo if I could.” 

“The process is not a difficult one, ” 
was the reply. “I have always found it 
easy to remember songs and poems by a 
certain rule or method that I adopted a 
long time ago. Take any popular song, 
‘The Last Rase of Summer, ’ for exam¬ 
ple. It is a good plan to read it over and 
get tho sentiment of the verse, which 
comprehends the idea of loneliness, the 
fading away of beautiful things and the 
lack of sympathy in sadness. Tho rose is 
blooming alone. Its companions are 
faded aud gone. No flower or kindred 
is nigh to share its pleasures or answer 
to its siglia. This is the groundwork— 
the skeleton, so to speak—of the verse. 
Impress this firmly ou the mind und 
familiarize the thought with the senti¬ 
ment. Imagine the garden with the oue 
rose and faded leaves all around. Once 
this is fixed in the memory it is com¬ 
paratively easy to fill in the remainder 
of the words. This is one of the simplest, 
and surest w ay of committing the words 
of a song to memory. 

“With most people memorizing the 
air of the song is much (easier, and this 
is done by humming again aud again, 
referring to tho music whenever there is 
any question It is important to learn 
an air correctly at first, for when a mis¬ 
take is made at the outset one is almost 
certain to blunder at the same place ever 
afterward.”—New York Ledger.

Now that 
it is open once more for the use of the pub¬ 
lic, thousands of people will avail them¬ 
selves of this privilege, und take a pil¬ 
grimage to tiie most heuutiful grove on tiie 
banks of the Charles river. Ever since 
Echo Bridge, Newtou Upper Falls, was 
built it has beeu very inconvenient for 
visitor* to tiie bridge, who desire to go 
from the top of tiie structure to tiie street 
below, to be obliged to walk either around 
by tiie postoRiee, or else make u long de¬ 
tour through Chestnut and Boylstou 
streets. The street railway compuuy has 
tried for several yeurs to get the Water 
lioaid of Boston to put la a Right of steps 
from the top of tiie bridge to tiie street 
below, so as to make all pai ls of the bridge 
convenient of access to visitors. The 
preseut commissioner of the Water Board. 
Mr. Chas. W, Smith, lias very obligingly 
taken this matter up, and given orders to 
have iron steps put in, so that visiters 
who come to the bridge can now easily go 
from tiie top of tiie structure to the street 
below, so as to hear tiie echo w hich has 
mude the bridge famou* all over tie world. 
These steps ire now being put it, uud will 


be available for n«e within n very short 
time.

For 
more than two centuries it wus the 
principal ornumentof the Barberini pal¬ 
ace. Pellut, in his work on the incrusta¬ 
tion of glass, says of the Porthuid vase: 
"It was found ulniut the middle of the 
sixteenth century, inclosed iu a marble 
sarcophagus, within a sepulchral cham¬ 
ber, under the Monte del Gurno, 2Jo 
miles from Rome, in tho road to Fras¬ 
cati. It is ornamented with white 
opaque figures in bas-relief upon a dark 
transparent ground. The subject has not 
heretofore received a satisfactory eluci¬ 
dation, hut the design, uml more sj>c- 
eially the execution, are tulmirable. The 
whole of the blue ground, or at least tho 
jiart below tho bundles, must have orig¬ 
inally Ihh u covered with white enamel, 
out of which tho figures have been sculp¬ 
tured iu the style of a cumeo, with most 
astonishing skill and labor. ” 

The Dueliess of Portland became the 
purchaser of the (wlebrutcd vase which 
bears her uume, at a price of nearly 
$10,000. Wedgewood was permitted to 
take a mold from the vase, uml he dis¬ 
posed of many copies, iu his rich china, 
ut a price of $250 each.—Boston Heruld. 


Now and then a "bad man" tries to 
cultivate something which he mistakes 
for humor. One of these devotees of lev¬ 
ity used to haunt the cattle range of 
western Kansas, nnd every fall and 
spring he appeared in Dodge City at the 
general "roundup." Every time he 
camo to town ho left some proof of a 
facetions mind, nnd was very snre of be 
ing talked about by every idle man and 
most of the busy ones who remained 
when the rush was over. 

| His name was Eek Turner, though 
iDodge City will best remember him by 
the title ‘' Donble-L Eck, "the duplicated 
capital boing Leonard & Longhrain’s 
brand, nnd he being one of their beRt 
Iriders. In fact, Turner might have been 
foremnn if ho had cared for the position, 
for he could ride well, and there wer9 
fewraoro expert with the rope and prob¬ 
ably none who conhl bear fatigue and 
hardship more patiently than he. 

But tho trouble was he wanted recom¬ 
pense for the dull life of a cowboy. He 
didn’t care for money. Any wages going 
were acceptable to him. But when the 
cattle got rounded npaud thetewas half 
a day’s escape from the tedium of labor 
Eck Turner wanted his fling. And he al¬ 
ways went into town nnd had it. 

Now, a foreman cannot do these 
tilings. Ho must stay by the herd all tho 
time, preservo a clear head and firm 
place in the saddle. He is the represent¬ 
ative of the owner—tho enstodion of 
much wealth—and dissipation is not to 
be thought of. 

One of Eck Turner’s pet bits of hu¬ 
mor was to pick out peoplo whose ap¬ 
pearance displeased him and shoot just 
near enough to them to express his sen¬ 
timents. He particularly disliked to see 
horsemen go by on the trot. It was in a 
cowboy country, and cowboys galloped, 
whether or not they were in a hurry. 

And if tho rider had a habit of "ris¬ 
ing" in the stirrups, as conventional 
trotters often do, Eck Turner hated him 
violently. So that when he came down 
Main street one day aud saw a rather 
well dressed man go by trotting and 
"rising" with tho motion of his horse 
Eck called general attention to the spec¬ 
tacle. 

Really the trotter was not a very good 
horseman. It was possible, as Eck ob¬ 
served, to "seedaylight nnder him" ev¬ 
ery time he rose in the saddle. And the 
glimpses of that recurring, "daylight" 
provoked Eck to a bit of pistol practice. 

“I bet," said he, watching the rider 
aud reaching for a large revolver, pretty 
well back on his belt, "I bet I can shoot 
between him aud the saddle and never 
touch a feather. ’’ 

He hud been drinking in so decorous 
a manner as to bo dangerons, and so no 
one interfered. The rider was half a 
block away when Eek fired, and the 
bullet must have gone true, for the rider 
passed ou unconscious, while a sign di¬ 
agonally across the street was shattered 
by the shot. 

He tried it again later in the day aud 
fortunately—miraculously—escaped the 
infliction of injury. Dodge City talked 
about "Donble-L Eck" and his new joke 
all summer, aud iu the autnmu he came 
in and tried it again. 

The first shot he made he hit a man 
in the leg and was very indignant be¬ 
cause they would not give him another 
chunce, assuring the crippled victim it 
wus an accident, and urging him to 
mount and trot past just one time more, 
rising no higher than he had done, and 
guaranteeing to put three shots out of 
five between him and the saddle or buy 
the drinks for the crowd. 

But it was the uncertainty about the 
other two shots that interfered with ne¬ 
gotiations—that iunl the trotting man’s 
persistent endeavor to enjoy the freedom 
of his own pistol arm while* Eck re¬ 
mained in his presence. 

Eck thought it was funny, and that 
hallucination grew on him till he got 
into trouble. When the wave of "Texas 
fever" swept over Kansas in 1880, kill¬ 
ing off so many of the Kansas cattle, a 
state law stopped those "drives" which 
had been the life of western Kansas, and 
Eck Turner lost his occupation. Ho went 
farther west and south mid tried to shoot 
the top off a man’s plug hat in Colorado 
Springs because he insisted the fashion 
was two inches shorter thun the man 
was wearing. 

At La Vetu he took exception to the 
I spattering sound occasionally made by 
; an electric lump aud went about shoot¬ 
ing tho corboua iu two till the city 
marshal engaged in repartee and shot 
off the end of Eck’s thumb, alleging as 
a sufficient reason the fact that no man 
with two good thumbs could be a real¬ 
ly "bad man." Eck replied iu kind, iunl 
there were no applicants for the position 
the marshal's demise left vacant until it 
was known that Eck hud left that region 
mid gone to Arizona. 

At Fort Wingate he had the misfor¬ 
tune to shoot into an ambulance driven 
by a very mild muuuered private sol¬ 
dier, who pulled up a winchester and 
crippled Eck for life, destroying the use¬ 
fulness of luith shoulders uml incidental¬ 
ly putting out his right eye. 

After that Eck Turner went to Flag- 
stuff and developed a remarkable habit 
of wiuuiug at faro and taking care of 
his money. Ho confessed to a record of 
five men slum, hut he was given credit 
for twice us many ou uccount of his 
well known modesty, and when he final¬ 
ly opened a boarding house for seamen 
in Sun Francisco he permitted all the 
turbulent hubits of his cowboy life to 
drift uway to forgetfulness.—New York 
Herald. 


Ironclad Franchise. 

The franchise granted the Newton 
Street Railway Company by the Waltham 
aldermen Monday evening, for the right 
to lay tracka in Newton and River atreeta 
contains aome pretty strong require¬ 
ments for the railroad to comply with. 

The rond must be completed within a 
yenr. and the company must file i»a ao 
ceptance of the franchise within 80 days, 
otherwise it will be null nnd void, and 
give a bond of $10,000 to indemnity the 
city against damages.

Society for the Promo¬ 
tion of Good Citizenship, established in 
Boston, American Social Science Asso 
ciatiou aud Newtouville Sooiety of New 
Jerusalem, $1000 each. 

The will also provides for the carrying 
on of the testator’s business for a time 
by the executors. 

The will is dated Aug. 18. 1SI)4, and 
James R. Carter, a brother, Edward C. 
Burruge aud Frauds A. Dewsou are ap¬ 
pointed executors aud trustees. His 
widow and brother are appointed guar 
diaus ot the childreu. 

Mr. Carter carried a life insurance of 

$ 100 , 000 .

Nothing more realistic iu uu exhibition 
has ever before been preseuted. Tho 
solo siugiug, the ureseutatiou of the pic¬ 
tures of meu who became fumous iu 
nmaucipatiou days, uud iu fact every de¬ 
tail iUustratiug southern negro life has 
iu it the element which delights the 
amusement seeker. Takiug the opeuiug 
us a criterion “Black America” will have 
a most pheuomeuul run. aud oue which 
will surpass all history iu out-door his¬ 
torical exhibitions. 


The History of Qnlnlne. 

In these days, few members of the 
order rubincene are more in demand than 
cinchona. 

The story of the discovery of its virtues 
has been told as follows: 

A savage was taken with a fever in the 
forest, near a pool of water, Into which a 
number of cinchona trees had fallen, 
which bv the water had been made 
bitter. He was offered some of Ibis 
water, and drinking, was speedily cured. 

It is said that in 1038 the wife of the 
fourth count of Chincbon, viceroy of 
Poru, lay dangerously ill with a fever, at 
Lima, and the bark being sent to her 
physician, be gave it to his patient, ef¬ 
fecting a speedy cure. The countess, on 
her return to Europe, took with her a 
quantity of the powdered park, to be ad 
ministered to the sufferers from chills 
and fever on her husband’s estate. From 
this circumstance it was called Countess 
Powder, for a long time. 

Linnaeus, to honor the Countess, 
named the tree cinchona, an error in 
spelling, which has never been corrected. 

The tree is a native of the tropical 
Andes, on a chain of mountains in Peru. 
It was introduced into India in 1839, by 
au Eng’ish East India botanist. In 1859 
the British government, witn great diffi- 
culy, succeeded in securing seeds aud 
living plantB from Peru, which were 
planted in suitable localities in the 
mountains of India; and the effoit was 
rewarded by great success. The trees in 
India and Ceylon now exceed in value 
those in the native state. 

In 1878 a German company established 
a plantation in Bolivia, where are uow 
about 10.000,000 trees under cultivation. 
The barks supplying the markets of the 
world are nearly all from cultivated 
trees. 

The principal products of the bark nre 
quinia and cinchona; these were not dis¬ 
covered until 1820, when two French 
chemists won by the discovery a prize of 
10,000 francs from the French Academy 
of Science. 

A common mode of collecting the bark 
is to cut down the tree, and stripping the 
bark, dry it in the sun. But in Iudia a 
less asteful method ib practised. There 
alternate strips of bark are removed, and 
the wounds bound up, and when healed 
other suaces are stripped, and so the 
trees are saved. Aud it is found that 
these successive new layers of bark are 
richer, being more highly charged with 
the valuable products. 

No substance in the materia medica is 
of such importance where malarial fevers 
prevail as quinine.

PLANET COLLISIONS. 

thnnlri Stain Knock Together lira Fir* 
WnutU He Indescribable. 

Professor Ledger of London, whoso 
•erieaof Gresham astronomy leotnrea on 
“Knocks In Their Relation to Astrono¬ 
my” has boon completed, in his Inst, die- 
ponrse pointed ont that the nniverse, 
instead of being fixed, is alive with mo- 
tfou, each star with its attendant plan¬ 
ets hnrrying through Rpnco. If star were 
to kntx’k against stnr the intense heat 
and fierce fire generated by the enor¬ 
mous velocity and vast momentum of 
the two masses wonld be such as to pass 
human conception. 

It may be that the sun waa formed by 
the collision of two stars. The effect of 
two snch bodies attracting each other 
and meeting wonld lie to reduce thorn 
to a violently agitated gaseons pi ass, 
which wonld oscillntc^rst inward, pro¬ 
ducing inconceivable heat, and then out¬ 
ward again, nltimutely assuming the 
condition of the snn. The general re¬ 
sult wonld be that the two bodies would 
revolve around their common center of 
gravity—that is to say, around each oth¬ 
er-creating a donbio star. Lord Kel¬ 
vin has calculated that if 20,000,000 
solid globes, euch of the mass of the 
moon, should bo scattered over~a spher¬ 
ical surface 100 times the radius of the 
earth’s orbit, tlwy would come together 
and be raised to a temperature of 
100,000 degrees. They wonld oscillate 
outward and inward, reaching to a less 
distance each time, and nltimutely set¬ 
tling down into a sphere. 

The nebulae we see around us may, 
Professor Ledger suggests, have been 
produced by the knocking together of 
two great bodies rather than by the ag¬ 
gregation of many smaller ones. The 
collision of two huge suns would thus 
lead to rejuvenescence and the formation 
of new systems. Phenomena indicating 
that something very much in the nature 
of a collision had occurred are the out¬ 
bursts of temporary stars such as thoso 
observed by Tycho Brahe in 1572, by 
Kepler in 1004 and thoso of 1848, 1800, 
1870, 1885 and 1802, the last being the 
new star Auriga, which declined through 
ten magnitudes, or became 100,000 
times less bright in two months. The 
great increase in the light of a comet as 
it approaches the sun may be due to a 
tidal disturbance in the bodies forming 
it, causing them to knock against each 
other, and thus generate heat and light. 

In the same way the twinkling of the 
stars may bo caused by the knocks of 
the molecules of the atmosphere on the 
ether, whose undulations carry their 
light to us. The excessively great and 
the exceedingly small are all interde¬ 
pendent, and the past, present and prob¬ 
able future of nebulous bodies all hingo 
on the relations they bear to the knocks 
of the molecules of their gases, while 
the.knoeks of immenso bodies depend 
ultimately on the knocks of their constit¬ 
uent atoms. ^ • %——

The First Use of the Word os mb English 
Political Term. 

Canning, and not Crokor, won the 
first to use in English polities the word 
conservative in its present sense, nnd 
too long has Thackeray's "Mr. Wen- 
ham" (Disraeli’s "Mr. Rigby”) had the 
credit which belongs to a far moro bril¬ 
liant. man. The general assumption has 
Been that tlie term was earliest employ¬ 
ed in Tho Quarterly Review for .Tannary, 
18510 (No. 851, page 27(1), in an article 
which has been commonly said, bnt npon 
no specified authority, to have been 
written by Crokcr, bnt its trno first use 
was five years and a half previonsly. 

On Jnno 8, 1824, a dinner was given 
to Georgo Hibbert, the chairman of the 
West India Merchants of London, by the 
mem 1)0ra of that body, and f-J^eral of the 
leading ministers then serving under 
Lord Liverpool, the Tory premier, were 
present In the course or the proceed¬ 
ings, says a contemporary account, "an 
observation which fell from Mr. Can¬ 
ning was that the spirit of the present 
government, as that of nil governments 
onght to be, wns essentially conserva¬ 
tive/.!. 

This appeared in Johu Bull of June 
18,1824 (page 198),and the apt word was 
so obviously remarkod that it was itali¬ 
cized. Years passed, and Canning had 
died before tho word is again to be met 
in English politics, bnt on March 14, 
1829, Charles Groville noted in his dia¬ 
ry that "Herries told Hyde Villiers thnt 
their (the Tories’) policy was conserva¬ 
tive, that of tho Whigs subversive, nnd 
that they never could act together. "— 
"The Grevillo Memoirs, ” volume 1, part 
1, page 192. 

The word, employed by both Canning 
aud Herries, was thus "in the air” be¬ 
fore it was given in Tho Quarterly, and 
this accords with a ’Statement made iu 
the course of a correspondence on the 
"Etymology of the Word Conservative” 
which appeared in The Standard at tho 
end of October, 1882, wherein it was 
said to have been first used in 1829, 
during tho closing controversies upon 
Roman Catholic emancipation.—Notes 
aud Queries. 

INCAPABLE OF IMPERSONALITY. 


Hook Hound In Gold nnd Silver. 

The only gold and silver bomffl, dia¬ 
mond incrusted book in tho world was 
lately enshrined in the holy Mohamme¬ 
dan city of Isnnn-Ruza, Persia. ^Rio 
book is of conrso ii copy of the Alkoran 
and is a gift from Abd-nr-Ralmiau, 
ameer of Afghanistan. 1?he covers of this 
unique volume, the sides of which are 
by 4 inches, are of solid gold plates 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness, lined 
with silver sheets of the same thickness. 

The centerpiece, as well as the cor¬ 
ners, is a symbolic design wrought in 
diamonds, rubies and pearls. The center 
figure is a crescent with a star between 
its points, tho whole design being com¬ 
posed of 109 small diamonds, 1G7 pearls 
aud 122 rubies. The diamonds on each 
corner, which are almost hidden iu their 
golden setting, aud the orange colored 
lacqner with which they are fastened, 
are each worth about $5,000. The book 
itself is on parchment, entirely written 
by hand. It is valued ut $125,000. There 
ore said to have been over 100,000 visit¬ 
ors present iu Isnau-Ruza the day the 
holy relic was enshrined.—St. Louis 
Republic. 

Snap Bubbles. 

M. Izarn has communicated to the 
Academy of Sciences u uow method for 
obtaining soup bubbles lasting a much 
longer time than those obtained from 
tho soap water generally used. He has 
recourse to u resinous soap made by the 
following formula: Pulverize together 
10 grams of pure rosin and 10 parts 
of carbonate of potash; udd 100 parts of 
water and l>oil until complete solution. 
We obtain in this way a thick solution 
which maybe kept in stock to bedi luted 
for use witli from four to five times its 
volume of water. It can be kept indefi¬ 
nitely even when exposed to the air. The 
bubbles produced are very persistent and 
consequently can be made useful in the 
study of phenomena relating to thin 
lumimo ami iu making photographs in 
which soap bubbles play u part.

An Alleged Falling That IIon Deferred 

Woman's Emancipation. 

The bond of fellowship which exists 
between man and man simply by virtue 
of a common sex is entirely absent be¬ 
tween woman nnd woman. It is, in 
fact, replaced by a fundamental antago¬ 
nism, a vague enmity which renders 
the geueral attitude of a feminine crea¬ 
ture toward her kind essentially differ¬ 
ent from that of the male creature iu 
identical relations. In individual cases 
this feeling is counteracted by affection 
or by sympathy, bnt apart from person¬ 
al sentiment it remains, severing every 
living woman froi^ the rest of her sex. 
To a great extent this arises from wom¬ 
an’s incapacity for impersonal feeling or 
abstract emotion. In life’s /ray sh§ 
fights either for her own hand ol\ more 
often, for some mio man or woman 
wlioni slio loves, but rarely for the wel¬ 
fare of her sex^ at large. 

Were it hot for thiHstrange lack of hu¬ 
manity in her nature, tho emancipation 
of woman would not have been so griev¬ 
ously retarded. If the few women who 
suffered aforetime under tho restrictions 
which hedged in their liberty had been 
able to count on the sympathy and co¬ 
operation of all women, the time of 
their subjugation would have been enor¬ 
mously abbreviated. As it was, the first 
seekers after freedom met with more 
opposition from their own sex than they 
did from the other; nor, indeed, do they 
fare better today. Enormous changes 
in their social status wore effected by 
an iuconsiderablo minority of women 
brave enough and logical enough to im¬ 
press the mule powers thut be with the 
justice of their demands. But for thoir 
courage they received no sympathy aud 
for their success not ono word of thanks 
—nothing, iu fact, but execration frjpn 
the huge inert feminine mass in whose 
service their strength was spent.—Sat¬ 
urday Review. 

Mr*. Elizabeth E. Butter. 

Mrs. Elizabeth E. Hutter, who recent¬ 
ly died in Philadelphia, was widely 
known hh the pioneer in many philan¬ 
thropic movements in Pennsylvania. 
She was the widow of the Rev. Dr. E. 
W. Hutter, once editor of the Lancaster 
Intelligencer and afterward privute sec¬ 
retary of President Buchanan and as¬ 
sistant secretary of state. During tho 
war Mrs. Hutter frequently went to the 
front, rendering valuable service to tho 
wounded uml suffering. She took u con¬ 
spicuous part iu tho groat sanitary fair 
held iu Philadelphia iu 1801, acting as 
president of the committee of labor, in¬ 
come and revenue. She is credited with 
having raised $250,000 for the fair. She 
was the first woman to cross the line 
after the desperate three days’ battle of 
Gettysburg. Site went in a car provided 
by President Scott of the Pennsylvania 
railroad mid by speciul permission of 
President Lincoln. —Now York Tribune.

CENTRE BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Another Needed Street Extension. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

I mean the extension of Pembroke 
street, Ward Seven, to aud through 
Grass mere street and across the H. B. 
Clafliu estate, to aud across Charles 
river by a high bridge to Watertown. 
The eastern part of Newton sadly needs 
a highway to reach Watertown. Cam 
bridge, Belmont, Ailingtou and Mt. Au¬ 
burn without being obliged to go miles 
out of the way to get there aud travel 
through deuseiv populated villages.

This uew r >ad would give a hue 
aud safe carriage road fice from .*d 
electric cars aud tracks. Besides, aud 
above aud beyoud all, where it crosses 
the railroad tracks, would be just Uie 
spot for the new Huuuewell railroad 
station, that is sure to coiue soou. a 
station that would accommodate the 
Xouautura Hill residents Also, l ask 
our City Fathers aud His Honor, tlie 
Mayor, who I know must appreciate a l 
that 1 have said in behalf of tbia exten¬ 
sion, to give it serious consideration.

Rev. Richard Montague died at bis 
home on Beacon street, Newton Centre, 
Wednesday, aged 12 years. 

He bad been pastor of the Baptist 
cburch there for the past two years, but 
his declining health forced bim to resign 
last spring, but the church generously 
refused to accept bis resignation and re¬ 
lieved bim of all care aod responsibility. 

Mr. Montague was born in Westboro, 
July 4, 1853, and after partially fitting 
fur college in bis native towu en¬ 
tered the senior clas* at Phillips’ Exeter 
Academy, graduating among the first in 
bis class in 1871. He then entered Har¬ 
vard where he won high honors, and was 
always a model student, commanding 
the respect and esteem not only of tbe 
faculty but also of bis classmates. He 
| took a prominent part in the college 
: religious societies, and was also a mem- 
1 ber of several of tbe literary societies. 
He graduated in 1875, standing among 
the first two or three in tbe class, and 
with promise of a brilliant future. 

Ilis aim bad long beeD to study for the 
ministry, aud after a year at tbe Har¬ 
vard Divinity school, be entered tbe 
Newton Centre Theological Institution 
and graduated in 1870. He immediately 
received a call to tbe First Baptist cburch 
in Lawrence, and showed Buch brilliaat 
promise as a preacher that be received 
several calls to important churches and 
finally accepted tbe call of tbe Central 
Baptist cburch of Providence, R. I., tbe 
largest and wealthiest cbnrcb in that 
city. It was a great responsibility for a 
young man, only two years out of the 
Divinity School, but he won great favor 
in this field and it was with great regret 
that bis pansbiooers were obliged to part 
with him in 1886, bis lungs having be¬ 
come affected, aod be was forced to seek 
a milder climate. He went to Colorado, 
and after a year of rest, and some im¬ 
provement iu health, be became pastor 
of tbeBaptist church atColorado Springs. 
He did excellent work there, and in 1393, 
bis* physicians assuring bim that tbe 
disease from which be suffered was ar¬ 
rested, be returned to tbe east, and was 
called to tbe pastorate of tbe Newton 
Centre Baptist cburch. 

His eloquent sermons made bim a pop¬ 
ular pastor, aud in spite of bis feeble 
health be did satisfactory work in the 
church aod amoDg tbe people. It was 
with great regret that bis failing health 
was noticed, aod tbe news of bis death 
has caused deep sorrow. The funeral 
services will be neld at tbe cburch on 
Saturday morning at 11 o’clock. 

As a man Rev. Mr. Montague was of 
tbe most upright character, aud any¬ 
thing in tbe nature of evil was repugnant 
to bis nature, aud bis intimate fnends 
regarded bim as one ot the purest mind¬ 
ed men of their acquaintance. His 
coocientiousness was oue of bis promi¬ 
nent characteristics and he commanded 
tbe respect of all with whom be came in 
contact. He was devoted to bis life- 
work, and as a preacuer he was fervent 
and his earnestness made him eloquent 
and impressive. He wa* » ddigen- #ru- 
dent, and a scholar of gre^l tir.mm- nr#, 
and when Harvard adopted u*e pom of 
cboosiog pietcueis from different de¬ 
nominations, he was se ected as one. He 
contributed to ibe religious papers aud 
periodicals, aud od« volume of bis ser¬ 
mons lias beeu printed, aud another is iu 
tbe press. 

Iu May, 1880, he was married to Miss 
Martha P. Cogswell, daughter of Mr. 
Francis Cogswell, supei mteudent of 
schools iu Cambridge, who died in Oct. 
1889, le-*viu^ two children. Iu Septem¬ 
ber, 1893, he was married to diss Mabel 
\V. S»e t, of Bruuswick, Maioe, who 
with tbe two cbildreu survives bim.

Death of lion. David k Hitchcock. 

After a brief illuess Dr. Hitckcock died 
at his residence in this city ou Thursday, 
at au advanced age. The Utter years o* 
his life had been spent in the retire¬ 
ment of tbe borne which be loved so 
well. But be will be recalled by the old¬ 
er resideuts of Newton as one during a 
loug professional career, identified most 
lutimately with tbe development aud 
prosperity of tbe city ot ois adoption.* 

He was a genial, liberal, aud public- 
spirited citizeu aud exerted a potent and 
salutary influence both locally aud in the 
broadei field of bis country. His en¬ 
deavor* in fostering mauy puolio works 
were eutbusi.tslic and persistent aud 
crowned with sigual success. 

l)r. Hitchcock was boru iu the towu of 
Btookfield, Mass., in 1813. At au early 
age he in ide Boston his borne aud en¬ 
gag'd in (he priultug busiuess. This 
proving uucougeuial he emend the 
office of Dr. Tbonias Barues and pur¬ 
sued the study of deutistry, aud be¬ 
came oue ot ihe most promiueut den¬ 
tists ot bis time. Au interesting lust- 
deut of bis piotessioual carter was tbe 
{ educating ot two promising Atmeuiaus, 
one ot whom became, bv special appoiut- 
j m«-ut, deutisl to the Suit tu. This aud 
other services tendered by Dr. Hitchcock 
were substantially recoguized by the 
Turkish government. 

Dr. Hitchcock served in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature, wascouuected with 
the Harvard College Library aud duriug 
many years was oue ot the mrectots aud 
chietjpromoters of the American Peace 
Society. Iu 1865, at om- <>f the ma*<tiug* 
of a literary ctuo. Dr. Hitchcock iutro- 
ouced the *ut ject of a Fr«e Public Li- 
: brary for the uity of Newtou aud oy bis 
euergy and example aldeu m >toi tally tu 
establishing oue oi the must flourishing 
aud useful institutions ot tilts uiuuict- 
palty. 

Four sons aud two daughters mount 
his loss. A loug an i useful career among 
men is ended, sud hope ot immortality 
ami faith iu the i-terual God has lealizid 
abundant Iruitiuu.

NKWTON HIGHLANDS OBJECTS TO A TURN¬ 
OUT IN HER SQUARE—THE POLICE 
ORDINANCES PASSED— MAS Y PETITIONS 
FOR POLES. 


Both branches of the city government 
wero in session Monday night, In the 
board of aldermen Messrs. Degen,White. 
Bullard, Plummer ami Tolman were 
present. 

The first business was a hearing on 
the Newton it Boston Street Railway's 
petition for a turnout on Lincoln street, 
near the junction of Hartford, at Newton 
Highlands. 

Alderman White opposed the granting 
of the petition, as the squa e in Newton 
Highlands was sufficiently dangerous at 
present, without more railway tracks, on 
account of the steam railroad crossing. 
The streot had been widened recently, 
and he was one of the committee that 
had asked the abuttors to give the land. 

He thought it was an imposition to now 
seek to put street railway tracks on the 
land thus given to the city. The road 
already bad a turnout some 500 feet from 
this point and he hoped the petition 
would not be grauted. 

Dr. C. H. Newhall said he had 147 feet 
frontage on Lincoln street, to the post- 
office building, and there was only 100 
feet from this to the end of the square. 
Mr. Parker says the turnout will be 250 
feet long, so that there will be nothiug 
left for the business in the square. 
There are now only 15 or 10 feet on each 
side of the present tracks, and that ii 
needed for the business of the place. I 
gave land for the widening of the street, 
hut there have been encroachments of all 
kinds upon it, and I have had to pay 
taxes just the same as before. The 
street had been badly laid out in the 
first place and was too narrow for all the 
traffic. Is it fair to us to uow fill it up 
with railway tracks, when they might be 
easily put somewhere else? The city 
has property on the street and why not 
put the turnout in front of the school- 
house? 

Mr. Seward W. Joues said he appeared 
both as a citizen and as a trustee of the 
Congregational church, and in both 
capacities he protested against the turn¬ 
out being placed in the square. H. J. 
Patterson and C, H. Newtiall gave 12 
feet of land each to widen the street, 
and it was hardly right to take the space 
thus gained aud fill it up with car tracks. 

It would make the «oudition of things 
even worse than before, and besides hav¬ 
ing cars stop in that location on Sunday 
would be a nuisance to the Congrega¬ 
tional church, on account of the noise. 
The road has already a turnout on Wal¬ 
nut street, near Forest, hardly a minute 
from the square, which was seldom 
used, and is a nuisance to every one 
driving along the street. Why do they 
not use that? 

Aldermau Bullard asked bow far the 
turnout was from the church. 

Mr. Jones said it was 75 feet or so. 
Aldermau Bullard said it was nearer 
400 feet. 

Mr. Jones said he had not measured it 
but it was certainly uear enough to be a 
nuisance. The railroad company claim 
that they can not use Walnut stieet, as 
it would be an unequal distance, but it 
would not make more than a miuute’s 
difference. 

Mr. Lapham said he met with an ac- 
cident the other day, in the squire. The 
railroad gates were dowu, as they were 
about half the time, and a car stood on 
the tracks, and several teams were wait¬ 
ing. One horse became frightened aud 
backed up, colliding with bis carriage 
aud breaking it. With another track 
aud another car standing on it the cou 
ditiou of things would he worse, and 
more accidents would happen. 

Councilmui Hatchinson said there was 
none too much room in the square at 
present, and all the business or the place 
was done there, and the business would 
inciease as the Highlands grew. It lo 
cated down Walnut srreet, it would be 
more convenient tor Upper Falls people 
to catch their trains aud the present 
turnout might be moved nearer the 
square. He was confident the board 
would protect the rights of both parties. 

Alderman Plummer said the present 
turnout w.»s uot 400 feet from the square 
aud that seemed to him the proper place 
for it. 

Ald^rru in D j g-u asked if the Eoisco- 
pai church people would not object to 
having it right in front of their cnurcb. 
He was neither a Cougregationalist uor 
an Episcopalian, but he thought if it 
would be a nuisance whet) 400 feet from 
one church, it would be more of a uui- 
sauco right iu front of the other. 

Alderman Bullard said Walnut street 
was uot cooveuieut for the turnout and 
it would be very bad for the Episcopal 
church. 

Mr. Liutweiler said the location asked 
for was too near the Congregational 
church, and no more obstacles to traffic 
should be placed iu the square, 

Alderman Bullard theu imported from 
the street railway committee iu favor of 
grantiug the location askeu for on Lin¬ 
coln street, which he said had beeu 
petitioned for by a large uumber of 
Upper Falls people, and was the most 
satisfactory place for it. The street was 
5(5 feet wide, aud tbete was ample room 
ou the North side, where little bustuess 
was doue. 

Aloermau White thought Al lermau 
Bullard was very ignorant of Newton 
Highlands, as the hugest grocery store 
in the place was on the north side, which 
did more business than all the rest. As 
for the petition, the names might be 
those of Upper Falls people, but the 
voice behind them was of some more in¬ 
terested party. He did uot think the 
committee had even looked at Walnut 
street, us he had tried to get them to 
walk down to Forest street, and failed, 
aud perhaps they wero afraid lo pass 
the church. The land for wideuiug the 
street was begged from the abuttors, 
aud the land ought uot to be taken for a 
street railway. We have the worst steam 
railroad crossing iu Newton, aud there 
was uoue too much room uow for teams 
aud he hoped the hoard would not im¬ 
pose ou Newton Highlands. 

Aldermau Bullard said the people of 
Upper Falls were very urgent, aud he 
would like to ask I’resideuL Parker to 
state why the turnout was wauled at 
this point by the street railway. 

President Parker said tbeciossiug ou 
Woodward street must be moved as the 


better accommodated than if the earn 
had to stop in the square. 

Alderman Degon said t he hoard must 
legislate for the whole city, and not for 
Newton Highlands alone, and bethought 
it was hardly fair for the Congregational- 
ists to try aud hnve the turnout placed 
right in front of the Episcopal church. 

Alderman Plummer said he thought 
the wishes of the Nowton Highlands 
people should bo consulted somewhat in 
this matter, and he could not seo why 
the turnout could not he placed down 
Walnut stieot far enough to please all 
parties. 

The order was finally passed. Alder¬ 
men Bullard, Degen and Tolman, voting 
yes, and Aldeiman White and Plummer 
no. 

OTHER HEARINGS. 

No ouc appeared at the hearings on the 
etition of the N. E. Telephone company 
.or license to put cross arms on the elec 
trie light poles, on O is street, from Ap¬ 
pleton to Highland street, or on the 
hearing for a turnout for the street railway 
i Eliot street ne»r Mechanic street. 

The report of the Metropolitan Park 
commirsloners, apportioning the amount 
dififei ent cities and towns have to 
pay under the Park act was received. 

An order was presented for the chango 
of the name of Alpine street to Highland 
avenue, it boing statod that the change 
was only t» mporary, whild the residents 
were seeking for some euphonious ap¬ 
pellation for the whole street. 

WASHINGTON STREET. 

An order was reported from the High¬ 
way committee for widening and reloca¬ 
tion of Washington street, from the 
Houghton estate near Germaiu street to 
the tunnel uear the armory in Newton, 
under the betterment act, and appointing 
Aug. 5, at 7.45 p. m., for a hearing to all 
parties interested. Also an order for 
that portion of the street from the tunnel 
to Centre street aud appointing the same 
date for a hearing. 

The Highway committee also re¬ 
ported ordeis for the laying out, gradiug 
and acceptance of Kimball Terrace, 
southerly to Elm road; widening Cherry 
street from Webster to River street; ac¬ 
cepting Irving street to Commonwealth 
avenue; wideuiug Institution avenue 
from Beacon street on the north side, ns 
far as Bray’s block, aud appointing Aug. 
5th, for a hearing, on all of these matters 
SELLING LAND. 

Alderman Tolman reported an order 
for the sale of the land aud buildings on 
Austin street, used by the water board 
tor a pipe yard, aud the order passed. 
There ir some 13,000 feet Jof land. 

Aldermau White read the recommen¬ 
dation of the chief of the fire department 
for a large number of ne hydrants, one 
ou Centre street near library, near 
Church street, near the National bank, 
on Walnut uear Clyde stieet, Edinboro 
aud Lowell streets, Prospect street, 
Centre and Rice streets, Summit uear 
Bellevue street, Auburn and Rowe 
streetg, Maple and Prospect streets, and 
others; referred to tire committee. 
WATER BONDS. 

On motion of Alderman Degon 
order was passed for the sale of GO one 
thousand dollar 4 per cent bonds, to run 
30 years, to be called Newton Water 
Loan, and the money to be used for 
Water construction account. 

On motion of Alderman Billiard an 
order was passed that the city accept 
$163 SO. from the L. R. Thayer esstate, 
which was 40 per cent of the assess¬ 
ment. 

On motion of Alderman Degen an 
order was passed for the laying of 110 
feet of w«ter main on Beacon street at a 
c 'st of $140; 130 feet on Montclair road 
at a cost ot $15o; and 450 feet off Fuller 
street at cost of $190. 

Frank R. Barker petitioned for one in¬ 
candescent street lamp at the corner of 
Pmspect and Washington street. 

George L. Johnson asked for concrete 
walk on Lexington street; Jacob Childs 
et al., for concrete crossiug on Lexington 
street; also for paved gutters ou both 
sides of Lexington street; Edward Esla 
brook for gravel walk on Woodland 
road.

George E. Lothrop, Jr., of No. 56 Blue 
Hill avenue, Roxbury, has conceived the 
idea of erecting, by publio subscriptions, 
a $100,000 monument in honor of Rov. 
Dr. S. F. Smith, the author of “Ameri¬ 
ca.” 

Mr. Lotlirop is attempting to incorpo¬ 
rate a company for this purpose, and he 
has obtaiued the consent of Gov. Groen- 
halge to act ns president, and Mayor 
Curtis of Boston, Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Rov. Philip S. Moxom of Spring- 
field, Hon. Cairoll D. Wright of Wash¬ 
ington, and Mrs. E. .T. Hill of Boston, 

tve permitted the use of their uames as 
vico presidents. 

Mr. Lothrop has appointed himself 
secretiny of the company, and President 
hoswull C. Downer of the Broadway 
National bank, treasurer, Mr. Downer, 
however, told a reporter that he know 
nothing about the proposed monument 
but that hi* supposed he would be will¬ 
ing to handle the funds if there were any 
to linudle. 

Mr. Lothrop Hays that the incorpora¬ 
tion papers will be drawn up ns soon as 
the list of trustees is complete. In this 
capacity Rev. Drs. Lorimer, Brady and 
Foster. Senator I. P. Hutchinson, Mrs. 
Mary II. Hunt, Mrs. W. H. Littlefield 
and E. H. Dunbar have already conBeuted 
to serve. 

Mr. Lothrop hopes to make this a 
national movement and to secure a spec¬ 
ial graut from the Legislature of each 
state. 

The delegates to the Christian Eudeav 
or convention have been asked to woik 
iu behalf of tho monument. 

Mr. Lothrop wrote to Dr. Smith to 
find out his opinion regarding the monu- 
meut, but has received no reply.

A BROOK CAUSES ILLNESS. 


HEARING ON THE MATTER GIVEN BY THE 
WATERTOWN BOARD OF HEALTH. 


POLICE ORDINANCE. 

The amended police ordinance came 
up from the Common Council passed to 
be ordained, aud after inference was re¬ 
ported to be duly enrolled and was then 
finally passed. An order was also passed 
increasing the number of sergeauts to 
six. 

SEWERS AT NEWTON HIGHLANDS. 

The Board of Health sent in a reconi 
meudatiou that the sewer system be ex¬ 
tended to Newton Highlands, where 
there were large blocks on small lots 
laud, aud where the village was thickly 
built over, as trouble might be expected 
it the section was not sewered. They 
also recommended that the sewer ou 
Charlesbank R >ad, east of St. James 
street, oe extended to connect with the 
pteseui sewer. Both were referred to 
the sewer committee. 

Geo. Bullen asked for concrete walk 
ou Centre street, Ward 0; the Sacred 
Heart parish for concrete walks iu front 
of their property ou Centre street; Fred 
R. Cutler asked to be reimbursed for 
damages received by the blasting ou 
Prince street. 

Residents on Bowen street asked for 
main dram and sewer; Mrs. Kendall 
for sewer extension on Prospect Park. 

Frank L. Chamberlain aud Benjamin 
L. Thomas were appointed call men for 
Engiue 1 company. 

On motion of AldeAnan Degen $1500 
was transferred to police depaitmeut ap¬ 
propriation. 

J. 11. Smith of Upper Falls was graut¬ 
ed au express license. 

The Telephone Company asked for 
permit to attucb cross arms to electric 
poles on Highland, aud Tetrnde streets, 
and a bearing waa set for Aug. 5th. 

An order was passed tor a street rail¬ 
way turnout ou Eliot, near Mehhauic 
street. 

Peter Maddeo asked for a restoration 
ot bis express license; referred to license 
committee. 

The Newton street railway asked for a 
turnout ou Luxmgtou uear River street, 
and .Sept. 9th was set for a hearing. 

The Newton & Boston street railway 
ask<-d for permit to use electric light 
poles ou Woodward ami Walnut streets, 
aud Aug. 5th was set for u hearing. 

The board theu adjourned to Monday 
oveuiug, \ugust 5th. 


A hearing was given last week by the 
Board of Health of Watertown on the 
complaint of several residents iu the 
neighborhood of California and Water- 
town streets, near the Newton line, who 
testified that the stagnant oveitiow 
of water from a brook was the cause of 
much illness in the locality. The brook 
had its source in Newton, near the Non 
autum Worsted Mills, by which corpora¬ 
tion it was controlled. It carried off 
surface drainage from that part of Now 
ton and a portion of Watertown to the 
Charles river. Until this year it has run 
free and undisturbed aud did not over¬ 
flow its banks, except in the time of the 
spring freshets. 

The testimony given was that the city 
authorities of Newton had secured con¬ 
trol of the brook for the purpose of drain¬ 
ing a part of its territory near Cook and 
Cresceut streets. This locality was wet 
aud was the cause of much illness. Catch 
basins, etc., were tried but did not reme¬ 
dy the evil. Finally the oity hit upon 
the scheme of securiug control of the 
brook aud building a drain from that 
section several hundred feet to the brook 
aud draining the property. Tho drain 
wa-t bunt and worked tiuely. The large 
volume of water which runs down to the 
brook aud should have gone in the op¬ 
posite direction, to Lmuary Brook, is 
the cause of cumpliuut by Watertown 
pi-op e. The part ot the brook witbiu 
Watertown’s territory is not wide enough 
uor deep enough to otre for the in 
creased amount of water, although 
it is large enough to carry off 
the natural drainage of the laud 
through which it runs. The water 
ovei flows, therefore, aud about au acre 
of laud iu Watertown is submergd and 
covered with a green slime. The brook 
has become p irtiy clogged, and the fall 
is not sufficient to give a current iuto 
the liver. 

The committee look the case under 
consideration. Toe members w ill confer 
with the authorities of Newtou, and 
methods will be adopted to give the 
water free 11 >w to the river. It ;s prob 
able that the brook will be widened, 
deepened, walled up, aud eventually 
covered ou the Watertown side.

A DISCOURAGING RESULT. 


Some time ago the people of Newton 
Highlands, which is one of the fastest 
growing sections of Newtou and full of 
public spirit, went to work and widened 
there square, so as to have more room 
for the rapi Uy increasing business of 
the place, and to add to the attractive¬ 
ness and safety of that rather dangerous 
section of our streets. The laud was 
given by the abuttors and all the resi¬ 
dents felt a special pride in the result. 
They were consequently not pleased 
when they learned that the street rail¬ 
way company wanted to take advantage 
of this increased space and double track 
it with a 250-foot turnout, and yet in 
spite of their vigorous remomstrance the 
board of aldermen granted the peti¬ 
tion of the railway oompauy. It was a 
close vote, only 3 to 2, but it was enough, 
and it must be confessed that it is rather 
discouraging, and the effect upon other 
sections will not be conducive to fur¬ 
ther public improvements. If the 
street had not been wideued there would 
have been no room for the double track, 
and the people there are now wishing 
they had not made this improvement, 

Just why the street railway committee 
favored this particular place it is dilli 
oult to see, except that it is very advan¬ 
tageous for the street railway company, 
and President Parker has such a plau¬ 
sible way of stating things that the guile¬ 
less members of the committee must 
have been convinced that there was 
nothing else to be done. They evident¬ 
ly did not make a very thorough inves 
tigation, as the chairmau of the commit¬ 
tee stated that there was plenty of room 
on the north side of the square, as very 
little business was done there, when in 
fact the chief grocery store of the section 
is on the north side, and its delivery 
wagons auu the carriages of us cu»tomeis 
make a pretty effectual blockade at the 
busy hours of the day. 

A good deal was said about the peti 
tiou of Upper Falls people, and their 
urgency, but Alderman White was 
rather sceptical about the petition beiug | 
a perfectly voluntary oue, and those ex- ' 
pericuced in petitions thought be was 1 
not far from wroDg. 

The affair will be apt to have au uufor- 
nuu.de tffect upou the Newtou High¬ 
lands and other Improvement societies, 
when tuey see the result of their public 
spirited labors granted to the first cor¬ 
poration that applied for it, and their 
protests entirely disregarded. They 
evidently were a little late in enteriug 
their protest, as the matter had evident¬ 
ly all beeu decided beforehand, but it 
would have looked better had the ac¬ 
tion upou the petitiou been delayed un¬ 
til the uext meeting of the board, as that 
would have given the impression th it a 
really serious effort had beeu made to 
meet the wishes of the residents of the 
Ilighlauds. The latter say that one 
curious thing about the affair is, that 
none of the people from the Upper Falls 
who were represented to be so urgeutly 
desirous of better car service, were 
present to state their wishes, and express 
their urgeucy in some more forcible way 
than by singing a petitiou. and it would 
not have beeu a difficult matter for the 
street railway company to havo brought 
down two or three car loads of them. 
This would have looked better, but per- 
hups it was not deemed necessary,as evi¬ 
dently there was uo doubt of the peti¬ 
tion being granted. 


speculative theology In the true relig¬ 
ion of Jesus, but only the religion that 
tenches the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man. and on this, he 
said, all could unite. Father Me Kenna 
of Marlboro thought the broad doctrines 
o r what James Freeman Clark called 
the ossentinls, could be safely made the 
common ground of unity. Above all 
things let charity be the greatest. He 
then made an earnest plea for special ef¬ 
forts to further good citizenship. The 
elements that make good citizenship are 
the same that make up our nation—re¬ 
ligion, education, industry of the masses 
and popular form of government. It 
c innot be fostered as long as the em¬ 
bittered strife of the sects lasts. He up¬ 
held the public school system, aud when 
he said that he had aud always would de¬ 
fend the free schools of Massachusetts 
he was roundly cheered. Other speeches 
were of the same nature as this, and the 
association thus formed of the ministers 
about Ayer is worthy of imitation all 
over the laud. It seems a different kind 
of religion from ,that practised by the 
Fultons and Bradys, or rather one has 
Ihe spirit of true religion and the other 
has uot. The spirit of the Ayer meeting 
was voiced by Rev. Mr. Clones of Little¬ 
ton. who said that the country can not 
have too mauy influences for good, and 
deplored the unchristianizing effects of 
sectarian strife. 


Great improvements are being made 
on Washington street, below Oak Square, 
by the city of Boston; the street has 
been widened to70foet, tho grade raised, 
and a fino road bed is being laid. The 
West End Company has also completed 
their Hue of double tracks from Boston, 
and the whole locality Is greatly im¬ 
proved. The Boston Rtreet commis¬ 
sioners say they are ready to extend the 
widening and improvements up Tremont 
street to the Newton line, whenever the 
Newton authorities get ready to widen 
their pnrt of the street. If Newton 
would act, the w >rk could bo pushed 
right along this season. One great ad¬ 
vantage would be a live cent fare to Bos¬ 
ton, whioh would cause all the moderate 
cost houses in Newton to be occupied at 
once. In illustration of this, a Boston 
business muu had several unoccupied 
bouses iu Newton and offered the choice 
of them at a very low figure to one of his 
employes. He liked the bouses, the 
loonlity and the city, but dually leased a 
house in Brighton, at the same rental. 
When asked tho reason, he said there 
were five members of his family who 
went to Boston every day, and ho felt 
obliged to get within the five cent fare 
limit,as it would save them 37 1-2 cents a 
day, compared with Newton, and this 
would amount to a large sum in a year. 
And there are others who havo to figure 
in the same way. 


The Board of Health take an excursion 
to Montreal, next week, to inspect the 
famous cremator that city has put in, 
which consumes swill, ashes and all 
kinds of garbage, and is said to be the 
best one of its kind. The question of 
disposing of swill is quite a problem in 
Newton, as no section is willing to havo 
a piggery in its midst, and the board of 
honlth is tbinkiug of burning it. Of 
oourso the trip cau uot be described ns a 
junket, as it will be purely a business 
affair, and the fact that Montreal is a 
beautiful place to visit at this season has 
nothing to do with the deBire of all the 
board to inspect the cremator, so that 
they may act intelligently upon the ques¬ 
tion of buying one for Newton. 


Pahtiks owning houses on tho north 
side of Washington Btreet will probably 
receive a notice after the first city gov¬ 
ernment meeting in August, to vacate 
their premises within 30 days. The rail¬ 
road company will be ready then to be¬ 
gin work on moving their tracks aud 
get readygto dig out the trench they 
nre going to build through the city, 
Movers will be in great demand through 
August. 


The death of Alexander Hamilton Rice 
occuried on Monday at the Laugwood 
hotel, in Wyoming, where he was spend¬ 
ing the summer. He was one of New- 
tou’s most prominent sons, and Newton 
people have always followed his career 
with a special pride in his success and in 
his houorable record. lie was the son 
of Thomas Rice, a well-known manufac¬ 
turer of paper at Newtou Lower Falls, 
and was born Aug. 30. 1818. He received 
his early education in the Newton schools 
and was one of the pupils of the acade¬ 
my kept by Mi. Seth Davis at West New¬ 
ton. The friendship thus formed con¬ 
tinued through life, and Mr. Rice always 
retained a great affeotion for his teacher, 
and often visited him at his home in 
West Newton. He made the address on 
the celebration of Mr. Davis’ 100th 
birthday, and often spoke in the highest 
terms of the influence this veteran 
teacher exerted ever his pupils. After 
leaving school his ambition was to be¬ 
come a Boston merchant, and be en¬ 
tered a dry goods store in that city. His 
zeal and energy were too much for his 
health aud he had to return to Newton 
for a couple of years. He then entered 
the store of Wikins & Carter, wholesale 
paper dealers, and there laid the founda¬ 
tion of his excellent business habits. 
There were uo railway trains yi those 
days, and men doing business in Bostou 
had to live there. After some three 
years, his literary tastes led him to saek 
a collegiate education and he entered 
Union college at Schenectady, N. Y., and 
graduated iu lS44at the head of his class. 
He intended to study law, but his health 
interposed a serious obstacle and he en¬ 
tered into partnership with his old em¬ 
ployers,the firm now existing as the Rice 
Kendall Company. In his long career 
lie has filled nearly every high office in 
the gift of the Commonwealth, having 
been Mayor of Boston, Governor of the 
state aud member of Congress and iu 
them all he acquitted himself with some¬ 
thing more than honor. He was a Re¬ 
publican iu politics, but not a narrow 
p ir'is <□, and he won to an unusiiil de¬ 
gree the confidence of the people. He 
was broad minded, liberal aud patriotic, 
and was in au eminent degree a repre¬ 
sentation of the old ideal of a Bostou 
merchant, a tvpe of man which stood for 
all that was best iu our citizenship. 


In confirmation of what was said 
about the uneven way in which property 
is assessed in Newton, we have beeu in¬ 
formed of a number of other wide vari¬ 
ances between tax valuations and priceB 
received for laud. In Chestnut Hill, for 
instance, some lots on Beacon street were 
sold recently, which were assessed at 5 
cents a foot, and the new owners have 
placed a savings bank mortgage on the 
lots, in which the land is valued at 25 
cents a foot. On Hammond street near 
the new boulevard, several acres were 
sold rec°ntly for four times the tax valu¬ 
ation. It has been the practice in Ward 
six for years, to hold large amounts ot 
land for a rise, get the assessors to 
value it as farming land, and protest 
against any attempt to tax it at anything 
near its value. Oue large land owner on 
Ward street is taxed for six cents a foot, 
while land across the line in Ward 7, not 
as well situated, iB taxed for twelve aud 
13 cents a foot. The Watertown asses¬ 
sors got up their courage this year, and 
raised the farming land some half a mil¬ 
lion dollars, aud Newton asssessors 
sfiould imitate them. Largo land owners 
who do nothing to increase the value of 
the land but wait for their neighbors to 
make and pay for all the improvements, 
and then expeot to step in and sell for a 
high figure, ought to be made to pay 
their share of the taxes. 


The question of the new police ser¬ 
geants was not settled last Monday 
night, as expected, and the force are still 
wondering whero the lightning is going 
to strike. Meanwhile the police commit¬ 
tee is said to be making an exhaustive 
study of the past records of the several 
candidates.

Watertown’s tax rate will be $15 this 
year, the same as last, and au increase 
has been prevented by marking np the 
large estates in East Watertown which 
have heretofore been assessed as farm 
lauds, but which the owners hold at a 
very high figure. It is said that the in¬ 
crease from the sourco is half a million.

Christian unit} inav not be simply au 
impossible dream, alter all, as au asso 
ciatio j was formed this week iu Ayer, 
called the “United Religious Associa¬ 
tion,” iu which the chief features, a Ro¬ 
man Catholic priest speakiug for free 
aud uusectari-in public schools, a Pro¬ 
testant clergyman praisiug the Pope’s en¬ 
cyclical letter, aud the presence of five 
Baptist clergymen, oue Roman Catholic, 
eight Congregationalists, twelve Unitari¬ 
ans, oue Germau Evangelical and one. 
Uuiverbalist. The association has for 
its object the foliowiug. 

“That we form ourselves into an organ- 
izition, the object of which shall be fel¬ 
lowship ami acquaintance with each 
other’s religous doctrines, local co-oper- 
atiou with each other on the basis of 
love to God and man, aud to the fur¬ 
therance of all social reforms and the 
bunging in of the kingdom of God.” 

Meetings are to held semi-aunually, 
sp ing and autumu. Dr. Joshua Young, 
oue of the oldest aud most widely known 
Uuitarian Clergymen iu the stale, read u 
paptu' on Christian Unity, in which he 
aigued that differences of opinion are

Richardson of Brookliue, so it will be 
seen that Newton men are in control, 
and they inteud to continue to he so. 
The load is expected to be in running 
order by October 1st, from the Bostou 
line to Washington street, aud it will 
couuect with the West End cars as soon 
as the Boston part of Commonwealth 
avenue is completed. The rails are ex¬ 
pected the first of uext week aud are 
heavier than any other stieet railway 
about here uses, aud all the equipments 
will be the best to be had. Work will 
begin on laying the rails at once, and tho 
contiactors say they cau have everything 
complete iu forty-five days. The stock¬ 
holders may uot make auy profit at once, 
but there is believed to be a good pros 
pect that the road will more than pay 
expenses within two years, and it will 
certainly he popular for summer travel, 
as soon as it is extended to the Charles 
River.

SARDINE FISHING. 


The ProceM Frnui the Time of the Catch 
to the Canning and Cooking. 

Toward the end of April the sardine 
fishermen along the coast of Brittany 
begin to watch for the bubbling of the 
sardines ou the surface of the sea. For 
they kuow that vast shoals of the little 
fish are on their way from the coast of 
Africa up through the bay of Biscay to 
the north, and that they must be caught, 
if at all, as they pass. When any one 
sees the water agitated, word spreads 
rapidly and the boats put out from the 
shore aud race to the shoal. 

When the net is extended, the water 
is “baited” by throwing balls of 
“roque” into it. As the bait dissolves 
and sinks the sardines rise and remain 
long after to nibble it, and their doom 
is sealed. For this reason “roque” is a 
most important part of the sardine fish¬ 
erman’s outfit. It is made of the eggs of 
mackerel and codfish mixed with clay, 
and is rather expensive, casting from 25 
shillings to 70 shillings a barrel. 

Within the curing factories or can¬ 
neries everything is bnstle uud confu¬ 
sion, for there must not be a moment’s 
delay iu cleaning the fish. All night 
long the work is carried ou by the light 
of blazing oil wicks. The sardines are 
spread out ou benches or tables, where 
salt is dusted over them. Then the 
women go along aud snip off the heads 
with great scissors. 

The little flat boxes so well known 
to commerce are taken one by one and 
filled from the glistening pile of fish, 
nftor which pure olive oil from the 
province of Bari, iu Italy, is poured 
over them und the tops soldered on. 

In the meantime a great caldron of 
hot water has been raised to the boiling 
point ready for the real operation of 
cooking tho fish. The sealed boxes are 
thrown into it aud left for two or three 
hours. If any oil appears ou the top of 
the water, tluf master workman knows 
that some can 1ms not been properly 
soldered, and the loss is charged up to 
the man who did the work. A good 
workman will not lose more than two 
or three boxes in 100.—New York Re¬ 
corder.

Black America- Boston’s great out¬ 
door, summer spectacle “Black Arneri- 
completed its first full week Satur¬ 
day. Tho wisdom of the management is 
6howu iu producing it on a gigantic 
scale; the exhibition improves every 
night. Thousands of people have 
flocked to see this photographic repro¬ 
duction of the South iu aute-bellum days. 
The word photographic is used advised¬ 
ly, in the same sense that the plate of 
the camera catches every detail of the 
scenes which are exposed, so “Black 
America” exhibits to the spectator every 
minute detail of the impulsive, hot- 
blooded life of the Southeru negro. It 
is in no sense a theatrical show; on the 
othei baud, the entire absence of all 
striving for effect is noticeable. In a nut 
shell, the half thousaud negroes, are 
simply themselves. This is most plainly 
shown iu the scene iu the ootton-ffelds 
around the Southeru mansion. The 
mansion is au exaot reproduction of one 
in Louisiana, setting back from the 
river. It has the characteristic broad 
piazzaB of the Southeru home, fluted 
columus, aud the low roof, which are 
fumiliar to Southeru travellers, before 
the war. The house is surrounded by 
oottou Helds iu which are meu aud wo¬ 
men gathering the ripened product, aud 
preparing it for transfer to the gin and 
presB, which are also represented. Run¬ 
ning aloug the bauk of the river is the 
levee, protecting the field from the floods 
of spiiug; the lauding of the steumer is 
also shown. It is iu this held that most 
of the singing is done. It rises from the 
cottou as spontaneously as the voice of a 
lark. To the spectator it seems as if the 
artists were siugiug not because they 
were in au eutertaiuraeut, but because 
they were glad they were alive. On this 
levee the dances aud the itutios, the 
watermelon sciumhle, und the boxing 
bouts, which form a large part of the 
entertainment, lake place. “Black 
America” will bo iu Boston for a limited 
number of nights ouly, aud will be pre¬ 
sented every eveuiug at 8 o’clock at the 
Huutiugton avenue circus grouuds, aud 
on Weduesday aud Saturday afternoons 
at 2 o’clock.

Boston Roporto m. 

(By a Bouton lady reporter.) 

During the great Chrintian Endeavor 
Convention the reporters worked hard 
and faithfully, not alone to outdo each 
other but to give each “shut in” or 
rather “shut out” the benefit of the 
speakers and their words. You are un¬ 
acquainted with those men and I have 
taken the responsibility of introducing 
» you. The descriptions of the different 
reporters will be as they first appeared 
to me at a C. E. convention, where I 
made my debut in this line. Most of 
these items will be of a peisopal experi¬ 
ence. 

How hard I did try to be professional! 
When my pencils were sharpened by 
myself they suggested teeth rather than 
a knife, so I brought from the office a 
uice little pile of ready sharpened ones. 
Short hand was more terrible to me than 
Greek, but my memory answered well, 
only it didn’t look professional not to do 
any of it in short hand. Suddenly a 
bright thought struck me. At the office 
was a stenographer’s book, written on 
one side of each pnge in those queer 
characters. I would write on the other 
side of each page. At this time I didn’t 
know that reporters never use books to 
take down speeches and I thought there¬ 
fore, that I was well prepared. 

This is supposed to be about Boston 
men but I am not sure of the identity of 
this man. He was such a queer person, 
with his whole head shaven except for a 
tiny red mustache, which seemed to at¬ 
tract his fingers. That he was profes¬ 
sional I knew in an instant, Noar- 
sighted, which gave his small, bleached 
blue eyeB a still funnier look. When he 
walked it was a droll picture, for he 
tried to go fast but as he had nothing to 
go fast on, his progress was limited. He 
smiled some, but uever laughod. The 
smile was sickly for his mouth would 
turn down and not up. Wo never found 
out his paper, but it seemed to me that 
lie resembled a New Yorker, only he 
was too small. One strange fact I will 
note right here. Each reporter partook 
of the character of bis paper or else the 
paper took its character from him. 

Did you know that last winter some 
enterprising people started a new’ paper? 
The name is dangerous to give, for you 
might not like this reporter if you kuew 
the paper. Enough if he is called the 

S-man. Now don’t try and think 

what paper S- stands for. The S- 

man was a rusher, might have done for 
a Chicagoan. He had the enterprise. If 
the speakers thoughts were within, that 

awful S-man was bouud to get them 

and keep them from us. He would de¬ 
liberately sueak up to the man, and act 
as a pick-pocket. Once he took the 
paper right out of the speaker’s hands v 
and left him empty banded and empty 
headed. The worst of it was, he was 
selfish and would copy the speech, and 
uever give it to one of us, while we had 
to take notes the best we could, working 
hard while he rested and laughed at us. 
For “he was jolly if he was base.” Some 
joke would strike the responsive chord 
iu that manly breast and raising his im¬ 
mense fist (a big man was needed to 
push such a paper) he would let it fall 
on the table with a force that gavo us a 
shock. The professionals always tilted 
their chairs when thiukiug, I followed 
suit, aud wheu in this dangerous posi¬ 
tion, he made me jump bo, that I went 
the wroug way and lauded ou the 
ground. He helped me up with the re¬ 
mark, “I thought you wereu’t profes- 
sioual, now 1 kuow it.” It cooled me 
quite effectually, but I like him, he kept 
my secret. 

The Journal man. O. I didn’t nreau to 
tell his name. Wouldn’t do if he fouud 
it out. He was dead in earnest, and 
worked hard every minute. He was line 
looking too, which was quite refreshing 
amongst such a crew, a little too slight 
in build, but au intellectual face. Dou’t 
you know what that is? Palo face, with 
long black hair pushed back to reveal 
the low broad forehead, large soulful 
eyes, capable of expressing intense feel¬ 
ing, surely you have read of that stylo. 
Ouly one fault. His nose wasu’t sensi¬ 
tive, but resembled a certaiu Isrealitish 
gentleman, who sold second-hand cloth¬ 
ing on Salem street. He smiled at me 
once and such a pathetic smile. It made 
a soft feeling in my heart, 

The H-mau was the most profes 

sioual of all, strutting about with his 
bauds tu his pockets, which unlike most 
pockets were large enough for his 
thumbs to be thrust into. When he 
looked nt me, though an absent-minded 
look, he seemed to see straight through 
me, aud seeing I was new, uever uoticed 
me afterwards. He would stand iu a 
chair, count the teu thousaud in a 
glauce, look at tho chorus, the speakers 
aud the reporters, step front his high 
perch iu a most undignified manner, and 

I knew the H-would say ‘ fifteeu 

thousand people” in its next issue. He 
beat forward just enough to show he 
eould pry into anythiug. Even a man 
couldn’t have kept a secret from him, if 
he wanted it, or have told him one had 
he thought he couldn’t use it. His hair 
was startling, and fliBt glauce told me 

all those sensational things iu the H- 

came out of that head. For, I am sorry 
to confess, all that appears iu a daily 
doesn’t always happen outside of tire- 
porter’s imagination. This is all of 
course as I first knew them, now that I 
am professional they are less condescend¬ 
ing, so my opiuiou is ou a higher scale. 

The A. P— man was awfully good aud 
gave me poiuters about my work. Be- 
iug new aud young 1 always closed tuy 
eyes during prayer (aud still continue 
to) so I didn’t see the fuuuy negro, who 
wuh pruying aud the A, P— man came 
way over to my section to have me look 
at the colored brother. He must have 
known my weakness for green speci- 
meus. Sometimes he would let mu read 
his articles before business hours, aud 
they were immense It was fun to see 
him “take the people iu,” with hands 
thrust in his pockets, which weie small 
so his thumbs hung out, and his hat, a 
soft oue, pushed so fur back, that only 
the mighty power of attraction kept it iu 
plaoe. To tell what paper he renreseuted 
was impossible, for he resembled all the 
papers. Once wheu he gave me oue of 
liis radiant smiles, 1 asked him, and 
fouud him to he the Associated Press¬ 
man. Just tell a man you are going to 
write him up, aud lie will be what some 
say cuu’t be fouud amoug meu, “au 
angel.” When I said 1 intended writing 
him up, he became extremely kind, tell¬ 
ing me many things about the other meu 
aud tried to keep my mind off himself. 
Ouly oue mun left, for the Globe man 

was too much like the H-to write 

him up. The Western meu were uuiu- 
t crest mg und lucked much of our Bostou 


I member. Ho belonged to one of those 
papers. He spoke to me before I knew 
whether I liked him or not, hut it was ; 
smart, what ne said, so I became inter- I 
eated. He was another who was any¬ 
thing but handsome, still one had to like 
him for ho was bright. The T man 
found me out, that I was an amateur, 
and the worst of it was I told him with¬ 
out being asked. There was a service 
at Faneuil Hall, which I was to report. 
Down I started and what was my sur¬ 
prise theT man wont with me. Wasn’t 
I proud! One day of reporting, and now 
going through Boston common with a 
regular. It waB the moment of my life. 
The privilege may bo granted again, for 
as I become professional Mr. T man will 
be proud of my acquaintance. He sees 
it, he is a bright man. The rain fell in 
torrents at one out door service. He had 
an umhrelln, I had none. Should I ask 
him to share it. He had seen me stand¬ 
ing there and said not a word, no, no, 
and I turned proudly away. Some of m v 
dignity was lost running for shelter. I 
wont so fnst that I cleared the ropes. My 
face reminded me of one Halloween 
when I ducked for apples in a tub.

THE FISH’S BALLOON. 

A Mystery That Scientists Have Not Yet 
Keen Able to Solve. 

Naturalists long ago studied the com¬ 
position of the gas contained in the 
swimming bladder of fishes and disepv- 
ered that it consists of the principal 
constituents of the air—namely, oxygen, 
nitrogen and carbonic ncid. But these 
constituents are not mingled in the fish’s 
balloon in the same proportions as they 
are in the atmosphere, and besides their 
proportions do not remain always the 
same iu the fish. Sometimes the bladder 
contains hardly any oxygen; at others 
oxygen constitutes nine-tenths of the 
whole contents. 

The variation in tho quantity of oxy¬ 
gen is somewhat mysterious, and nat¬ 
uralists have offered several different 
suggestions as to the cause of it. Some 
think the fish may he able to control the 
quantity of oxygen iu its bladder by its 
own will. Biot, a distinguished French 
naturalist, thought he had solved the 
problem by discovering that tho propor¬ 
tion of oxygen was larger iu fish that 
lived at great depths aud smaller in 
those that lived ueur the surface of the 
sea. 

But quite recently new observations 
mode from the Prince of Monaco’s yacht, 
Princess Alice, seem to prove that Biot 
was mistaken aud that the deep dwell¬ 
ing fish carry no more oxygen in propor¬ 
tion than do those living in shallovv wa¬ 
ter. Some of the fish whoso swimming 
bladders were exi^ninerl by the natural¬ 
ists ou tho Princess Alice came from a 
depth of no less than a mile. 

They were compared with fish which 
seldom descend below 200 feet in depth 
and with others which prefer a depth of 
about 500 or (100 feet, aud all had near¬ 
ly the some proportion of oxygen to aid 
them iu swimming. 

The variations mentioned above seem 
therefore to depend upon some other 
cause than the depth of tho fish’s dwell¬ 
ing place. 

It is these unsettled questions that of¬ 
fer to young naturalists some of their 
most brilliant opportunities for distinc¬ 
tion. It is a great mistake to suppose 
that there does not remain a plenty of 
room for discovery in science.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


Why lie Shook tho Child. 

A man riding in u Broad street omni¬ 
bus the other duy, with a small child iu 
his arms, was the object of many frowns 
from the other passengers, because he 
persisted in vigorously shaking the lit¬ 
tle one on account of her crying. The 
shakings he gave the child did not ap¬ 
pear to have any effect except to muke 
her cry tho harder. The women in the 
bus glared ut the man and said mean 
things ubont him to each other. Tho 
men looked over the tops of their pupers 
occasionally uud swore inaudihly. Tho 
father wore a worried look, and tho buby 
continued to cry. Occasionally it would 
stop, und its head would nod sleepily. 
Then the father would shake tho young¬ 
ster vigorously, waking it up and start¬ 
ing its tears afresh. 

Finully a woman, who had been nerv¬ 
ously watching the unnatural futher, 
walked over and asked him why ho was 
maltreating tho youngster. “Why,” 
suid he, “I’ve got to shake her to keep 
her uwuko. Shu swallowed some kind 
of a drug, und if slu* goes to sleep she’ll 
die.’’ Just thou the bus stopped at 
Broad and Thompson, aud the futher 
und child got off ami entered the Chil¬ 
dren's hosuital.—Bliihululuiiia Record. 


COST TO RUN A SHIP. 


THE BIG ST. LOUIS REQUIRES 580,000 
FOR THE ROUND TRIP. 


Sh* Burn* PI5,000 Worth of Coni—The 

mil Fnr Breakage In No Small Affair. 

Salaries of Officer* nn«l Men Are Small, 

. but Some of Them Get Largo Fee*. 

The cost of running a big octjun grey¬ 
hound to Europe* nnd back readies into 
the thousands. A transatlantic liner is 
really a floating hotel, and everything 
on hoard is conducted on tho same scale 
of lavisliness that is found in a fashion¬ 
able Fifth avenue hotel. 

Clement A. Qriscom, Jr., son of the 
president of tho line controlling tho St. 
Louis, agreed to give some figures to a 
World reporter covering the expense of 
her voyage to England nnd bnck. He 
figured for some time and then said that 
the expenses of the round trip of a 
steamer like tho St. Louis average be¬ 
tween $00,f>00 aud $80,000, according to 
the season. 

The voyage between the two ports 
takes a trifle moro than seven days, 
making tho daily cost of operating in 
the busy season something like $5,500. 

No singlo individual on the St. Louis 
gets a largo salary. Tho captain heads 
the list, getting about $5,000 a year. 
Captains on smaller passenger steamers 
only receive $!J,000 a year. The chief 
officer of a ship liko the St. Lonis gets 
$1,500, and the bulk of tho heavy work 
really falls on his shoulders. The sec¬ 
ond officer’s pay ranges from $000 to 
$1,200, according to the size of tho ship, 
while the third and fourth officers only 
get from $000 to $000. All of these 
men have to perform duties of a re¬ 
sponsible kind, and as there are no bo¬ 
nuses attached to their work it can be 
soon flint they are not overpaid. 

The crew of tlio St. Louis numbers 
410 men. Two hundred of these nro in 
the engineer’s department, and all of 
them are directly under the authority 
of the chief. The steward’s department 
is tho next largest, numbering 170 in 
all. The sailors, including tho deck offi¬ 
cers, number but 40. 

The engineer’s department is the 
most expensive ou the ship, owing to 
the immense coal bills. The St. Louis 
burns more than 800 tons a (lay, or 
about 4,500 tons the round trip. This 
means an expenditure of $15,000 alone. 
The salaries of the men, the engineering 
supplies, including the thousand and 
one things needed for tho vast machin¬ 
ery of a great ship, will require an ex¬ 
penditure of $5,000 every round trip. 

The chief engineer draws $8,000 a 
year, and .his immediate assistants re¬ 
ceive $1,500, $1,200 and $1,000 respec¬ 
tively. The stokers or firemen average 
about $30 a month, and tho furnaces of 
tho St. Louis reqniro 180 of them work¬ 
ing in different shifts. 

The purser, who is a most important 
person ou board, does not get much in 
tho way of salary, as the compauy in 
fixing his pay figured on the large 
bonuses he receives for changing money 
and performing the little services which 
the wealthy traveler does not hesitate to 
pay for liberally. His salary is only $1,- 
000 a year, but he makes another $2,000 
in feos and sometimes considerably 
more. 

The ship’s surgeon only receives $900 
a year for the same reason. He is 
brought in contact with numerous real 
and fancied invalids of the wealthy 
class, and although no one is compelled 
to fee him few fail to do so, and a big, 
popular ship like the St. Louis is worth 
to him at least $3,000 to $4,000 a year. 

The steward’s department is one of 
the costliest outlie ship. The provisions 
for a round trip cost in ‘ lie neighborhood 
of $12,000, and tho salaries of tho stew¬ 
ard’s men amount to $8,000 more. The 
stewards are tlio least paid of uny on 
the ship, for the reason that in the fees 
of the passengers they collect a consider¬ 
able sum annually. All the pay they 
get is $20 a mouth, hut they take in $40 
a month in tips. Tho seasick man and 
woman are always willing to give tlioir 
last cent for somo littlo service. 

Tho chief steward receives $1,500 a 
year and also comes in for his shure of 
tho tips, as it is within his power to 
place many delicacies in the way of the 
liberal tourist. 

The chief cook is a great man ou the 
ship, almost as great as the captain, and 
iu all makes $.'1,000 a year out of his job. 

Tho breakage and wear and tear on 
the ship und its furniture are very heuvy, 
requiring an expenditure in incidentals 
of about $5,000 each round trip. There 
are countless things to be repluced, and 
a comparatively little thing liko the 
washing of tho ship’s linen means iui ex¬ 
penditure big enough to support a man 
for a year iu the lap of luxury. 

Here are some odd facts about the St. 
Louis: There are fully 1,000 tons of 
piping of various kinds in the ship. The 
condensers will pump up at least 50, - 
000,000 gallons of cool water a duy. 
The furnaces will consume no less than 
7,500,000 cubic feet of air un hour. Tho 
boiler tubus, if placed in a straight line, 
would stretch nearly 10 miles and the 
condenser tubes more tliun 25 miles. 
Tho total number of separate pieces of 
steel in the main structure of the ship is 
not less than 40,000, and the total uuni- 
ber of cubic feet of timber used iu the 
construction is more than 100,000. The 
total numlier of rivets is not far from 
1,250,000.—Now York World.
